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OPEC 11 shelve 
5% oil increase 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — 
Eleven members of the Orga¬ 
nization oC Petroleum Export¬ 
ing Countries have abandoned 
a scheduled five^per-cent in¬ 
crease in oil prices in a move 
that might save the world’s 
oil consuming countries 52 bil¬ 
lion. the Middle East Econom¬ 
ic Survey said Friday. 

If translated directly, each 
dollar increase in the crude 
oil price - boosts gasoline 
prices by about 2% cents a 
gallon. 

The Economic Survey, a re¬ 
liable oil journal, quoted 
OPEC sources as saying the 
decision would be announced 
formally May 20. 

The decision would be a vic¬ 
tory for Saudi Arabia, the 
world’s largest exporter and a 
major source of U.S. supplies. 

Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates refused to go 
along with a two-stage, 15-per¬ 
cent oil price increase agreed 
on by the other 11 OPEC 
members in a meeting last 
December in Doha, Qatar. 

The 11-member majority in¬ 
itiated a 10-per-cent inorease 
Jan. 1 from the then 511.51 a 
barrel and had scheduled a 
further five-per-cent raise for 
July 1. Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates settled 
for a five-per-cent boost for 
the whole year. 

Without the second-stage in¬ 
crease, the market price for 
crude from the 11 member 
countries will remain at $12.70 
a barrel instead of rising to 
513.30. They produce about 20 
million barrels a day. 

A spokesman for Mobile Oil 
Corp. said “if the report in 
(the survey ) is accurate, it is 
certainly good news for co- 
sumers around the world." 

The 11 higher-price ad¬ 
vocates apparently abandoned 
their second increase in the 
face of mounting Saudi oil 
production — an inorease of

A new brochure on the 
dangers of smoking is so - 
successful that four provincial 
cabinet ministers have 
dropped the weed, and have a 
5300 interest each in keeping 
their lungs unpolluted.

It has been enthusiastically 
received by almost everyone, 
and the State of New' York 
has asked per permission to 
reprint it, McClelland said.

New ICBC rate cuts vowed 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Education Minister Pat 
McGeer said Friday that he wants to step down as 
president of the Insurance Corporation of British 
Columbia and at the same time promised lower insur¬ 
ance rates for next year. 

McGeer was in attendance here when the cor¬ 
poration brought down its annual financial report. 

The report showed ICBC has a $4 million sur¬ 


plus for the year ended Feb. 28. That compares with 
a deficit of $178 million last year. 

McGeer said the crown insurance company was 
in such good financial condition that motorists could 
expect rate reductions next year, including drivers 
under 23 years of age. 

The minister said that when the Legislature 
resumed he would introduce a bill to amend the 


Insurance Corporation Act to make it unnecessary 
for a minister of the crown to be ICBC president. 

He said he wanted to make clear that ICBC 
was an insurance corporation and not a political arm 
of the government, adding that ICBC should be oper¬ 
ated in future on sound business and insurance 
principles. 

McGeer would not say who he had in mind to 
succeed him as ICBC president.

Ford Canada sent to trial 


OTTAWA (CP» — The Ford 
Motor Go. of Canada was or¬ 
dered Friday to stand trial on 
a charge that it failed to no¬ 
tify owners of 1971-73 full- 
sized Fords of a possible de¬ 
fect in the steering assembly 
that might affect safe opera¬ 
tion of the vehicle. 

The order was made'by pro¬ 
vincial court judge Robert 
Hutton at the end of a five- 
day preliminary hearing on 
the charge, laid under the fed¬ 
eral Motor Vehicle Safety Act. 

Hutton, after hearing testi¬ 
mony from more than 20 
witnesses, said it was clear 
there was enough evidence to 
oi-der the trial. 

The judge earlier this week 
ordered a ban on publication 
of evidence presented during 
the hearing at the request of 
Ford c;xmsel, J. F. Howard.

of evidence in order not to 
prejudice chances of an ac¬ 
cused getting a fair hearing in 
any trial that might result. 

Hutton. In making the com¬ 
mittal to trial, altered the 
terms of the charge which 
originally said Ford had 
failed to notity owners of 
1965-73 vehicles of a possible 
defect. The section under 
u’hich the company was 
charged did not come into ef¬ 
fect until January, 1971. 

Maximum penalty upon 
conviction under the section is 
a fine of $10,000. 

The charge against Ford, 


the first of its kind under the 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act, was 
laid by the federal transport 
department after investiga¬ 
tion of more than 60 com¬ 
plaints from owners of full- 
sized Fords of steering prob¬ 
lems. 

Officials say the problem 
centres on a sealed, self- 
lubricating .joint or bushing on 
the idler ami, a part of the 
steering assembly which atta¬ 
ches to the frame of the car. 

Over a period of time, tha 
bushing corrodes and can 
eventually seize. The con¬ 


tinued movement of the steer¬ 
ing assembly as the car ia 
driven can cause the idler 
arm to bend the frame. 

Eventually, it can pull away 
from the frame completely, 
drop onto the exhaust system 
and cause loss of steering 
control, according to the of¬ 
ficials. 

Ford said in a statement 
last year the problem did not 
constitute a safety hazard and 
that before any problem oc¬ 
curred, a tightening or stiffen¬ 
ing of the steering would be 
noticed. 

But transport department 
accident investigators say the 
problem represents "an un¬ 
reasonable risk to the owner" 
and has advised owners of 
full-sized Fords of model year 
1973 and earlier to have their 
steering assembly checked for 
corrosion.

Thai much time will be 
needed to settle native land 
claims and to allow the people 
to prepare themselves for 
development, ha said in his 
report. 

But in an interview on the 
<TV program Question Period 
lo be aired Sunday, the judge 
said his report should not be 
se«n as supporting a request 


by natives for a veto over 
development. 

‘•I said 1 hat when it is In In¬ 
ternational interesl that re¬ 
source development should 
lake place, that should be a 
matter where the Parliament 
of Canada should have, and 
indeed must have, the fight to 
s'U|)ersede the wishes of the 
native people.” 

He said that the govern¬ 
ment. might decide it was in 
the best interest of the coun¬ 
try to go ahead with a north¬ 
ern pipeline now. 

"That is Parliament's 
prerogative and the govern¬ 
ment’s prerogative. I’m just 
an adviser. I just make rec¬ 
ommendations. But I want 
Ihem to understand the price 
they’ll pay.” 

The Berger report said a 


pipeline now would be socially 
devastating for the natives 
and would provide them with 
little economic benefit. 

Two competing consortiums 
have applied for permission to 
build a pipeline to move to 
southern markets natural gas 
found in northern AJaska and 
Ihe Canadian western Arctic. 

A government decision on the 
issue is expected late this 
summer. 

Berger said he was appoint¬ 
ed to study the implications of 
such projects on the north, 
not to decide what was in the 
national interest. Government 
would make that determina¬ 
tion after it receives the rec¬ 
ommendations of the National I 
Energy Board, the federal j 
regulatory agency. 

The board, which has 


placed greater stress on the 
technical, and financial 
aspects of the pipeline, is ex¬ 
pected to make its report to 
government about July 1. 


ISLAMABAD, Pakiston 
'API Prime Minister Zulfi- 
kar Ali Bhutto, fighting a mil¬ 
itant political opposition, bent 
on bringing him down, has an¬ 
nounced a country-wide refer¬ 
endum on whether he should 
continue in office with ex¬ 
panded powers or he tossed 
out. 

"I go to the people and 
place my late in the hands of 
the people,” Bhutto declared 
Friday in an address to a 
cheering National Assembly.

The opposition Pakistan Na¬ 
tional Alliance (PNA) imme¬ 
diately denounced the propos¬ 
al as a hid by Bhutto to win 
the people's endorsement of 
his "dictatorship” said it 


would call for a boycott of the 
vote. 

As the PNA pressed its 


street campaign to unseat 
Bhutto, police tired on a 
crowd of anti-government 


demonstrators in two Pakis¬ 
tani cities killing two and in¬ 
juring 25.

Sources close to strike lead¬ 
ers had predicted the an¬ 
nouncement and said the real 
decision to end the walkout 
was made in the first two 
meetings.

There was good news for 
American coffee drinkers Fri¬ 
day. Two more of the nation’s 
biggest roasters cut wholesale 
prices on ground coffee. 

General Foods Corp., the 
nation’s largest roaster, an¬ 
nounced it was rolling back 
wholesale prices on ground 
coffee by 25 cents a pound 
and 35 cents a pound on de¬ 
caffeinated ground. 

The Coca-Cola Co. con¬ 
firmed its food division had 
slashed ground coffee prices 
by 45 cents, to $3.99 a pound, 
effective May 9. 

On Thursday Folger Coffee 
Co., the No. 2 roaster, low¬ 
ered prices on ground coffee 
by 25 cents, to $4.13 a pound. 
The Folger action nullified its 
last price rise of 25 cents, 
which went into effect March 
30 but still had not hit grocery 
shelves. 

The reductions marked the 
first lull in the coffee price 
spiral sinoe a July, 1975, frost 
destroyed 73.5 per cent of 
Brazil’s coffee crop and boost¬ 
ed a one-pound can of grocery 
coffee from $1.29 a pound to 
the $4 range. 

In White Plains. General 
Foods Corp. said it was res¬ 
cinding its last round of hikes 
that took effect April 18. 

"The April 18 increases 
were never implemented at 
the retail level.” a spokesman 
said. 


Genera] Foods’ April 18 
markup would have brought 
Maxwell House ground coffee, 
the leading brand in the Unit¬ 
ed States, to a record $4.46 a 
pound. "Without that in- 
crease, Maxwell House 


ground coffee will stay at 
$4.21 a pound,” the spokes¬ 
man said. 

"Because of the recent vola¬ 
tility in the green coffee mar¬ 
ket, the outldok for further 
wholesale price changes re¬ 
mains speculative," he added. 


Folger attributed its roll¬ 
back to a drop in imported 
green coffee prices over the 
past several weeks. 

In Atlanta, a spokeswoman 
for Cola-Cola Co. said it lo¬ 
wered prices on ground coffee 
because "we feei the market 


warrants this action at 
present." 

Coca-Cola. which ranks 
among the top five roasters in 
the United States, had not 
made a formal announcement 
of its price reduction, which 
took effect May 9. - 


Hills Bros. Coffee Inc., San 
Francisco-based subsidiary of 
the Brazilian conglomerate 
Copersucar and the No. 3 
roaster, still was holding the 
line on ground coffee at $4.03 
a pound.

Officers jailed 


LONDON (Reuter) — Re¬ 
tired police commander Wal¬ 
lace Virgo, once one of Bri¬ 
tain’* top detective*, and five 
of his former colleagues were' 
jailed Friday for plotting to 
take bribe’s from sex maga¬ 
zine dealers. 

Virgo and former chief su¬ 
perintendent Alfred Moody, 
who headed the now-disband¬ 
ed obscene publications squad 
at Scotland Yard, each were 
jailed for 12 years. 

Four other former members 
of the squad, one of them still 


a serving officer, vs ere given 
leaser sentences for their part 
in what the prosecution called 
a deplorable web of corrui>- 
*ion." 

' Court was told Virgo and 
Moody had organized the 
racket in the late 1960s and 
early 1970s. The prosecution 
said they received the equiva¬ 
lent of thousands of dollars 
from the pornography dealers 
in return for not prosecuting 
them or. in some cases, re¬ 
turning obscene material 
seized in raids. 


He denied a report by Japa¬ 
nese ambassador Tatsuo Su¬ 
zuki that six persons were 
killed, possibly including 
Americans and Britons, and 
40 were wounded. 

The fire cut off the flow to 
the Persian Gulf of oil 
pumped from Abqaiq and the 
neighboring Ghamar field, the 
world’s largest oil pool repre¬ 
senting two-thirds of Saudi 
Arabia’s production.

P REMIER BENNETT has no regrets about the 
doubling and in some cases, tripling of ferry 
fares last year In saying so at the Nanaimo 
announcement of reductions in rates to be made 
exactly one year later, he reveals a failing shared with 
far too many others in politics of n^ver allowing that 
they can and do make mistakes. f 

Certainly it was a blunder and^ monstrous one 
of which the drop in traffic volume mfrti the introduc¬ 
tion oi the new fare structure through the summer, fall 
and winter is proof 

The premier can sav what he likes about economic 
circumstances at the time and the previous NDP 
government s mishandling of the people's business, 
but the fact remains that this' is an essential service 
that was put out of the reach of many by the actions of 
his administration And that isn’t right 

As for the June 1 fare cuts, they may save him a 
little face, but they can hardly be described as the 
•slashes" that some have labelled them, not in view of 
the amounts travellers have been required to pay this 
past year , and not when, for instance, the $10 one-way 
rate for a car is brought down by what amounts to one- 
tenth of the levy Formerly $5 with a separate $2 fare 
for the driver and any passengers, it went to $10 and $4. 
as we all know so well, and now the car and driver 
are being lumped together for a $12 crossing. With 
individual fares coming down from $4 to $3. it means 
$9 for the car alone instead of $10 

What that does to Transport Minister Davis’ 


comparative highways cost formula — no. please let’s 
not get into that. 

The 25 per cent reduction in passenger fares 
makes sense and more acceptable, too. is the lowering 
of charges for overheight vehicles, such as campers, 
bv 47 per cent which, again, is no reason for jov- 
jumping when, for the past 12 months, the drivers of 
such vehicles have had to pay the shockingly high 
amount of $38 to get off and back on the island. Now it 
will be $24 which is much more reasonable but still 
high for a vehicle that doesn t take any more deck 
space, the important thing, than some cars 

Anyway, the outlook looks a little brighter after 
the gloom of last June. And. as stated earlier, some 
points may have been won by the premier from the 
measures being taken to correct the year-old 
mistakes. 

He obviously is trying for them, going out of his 
way as he did by making the fare reductions 
announcement in NDP country and. for that matter, 
injecting himself into the act when once he said the 
new B C. Ferry Corporation from then on would be 
doing the speaking on matters concerning the service 
it is supposed to be operating without political 
interference. 

Forgetting that, think of the gains he would make 
if just once he would admit publicly that he and his top 
officers are like anyone else and do make errors and 
are sorry 


Pharmacare improvement 


rpHE PHARMACARE program newly announced by 
* Premier Bennett is not exactly the plan 
forecast in the opening speech of the present session of 
the legislature. But it appears better 

The throne speech recounted how support 
programs for the provision of necessary prescription 
drugs for social assistance cases and low-income 
persons had been amalgamated and the benefits 
extended to those over 65 years of age 

“'Hus action." it said, “provided pharmacart* to 
about 450.000 people, or about 25 per cent of the 
population of the province. I am pleased to say this 
plan will be adjusted at this session to provide a more 
realistic pharmacare program which will assure that 
all the approximately 25 million people in British 
Columbia have assistance in the purchase ol 
prescription drugs ’* 

All of the people of the province, it turns out. will 
not have assistance. Free prescription drugs with a 
minimum of fuss and bother will continue for the 
elderly, handicapped and indigent, but others will not 
receive aid unless their annual expenditure for this 
purpose exceeds $100. Rebates of 80 per cent on costs 
beyond that.figure will be available, with some paper¬ 
work and delay involved. 

This can be regarded as an improvement over an 


assistance-for-all program, ensuring that aid 
generally will go where it is most needed, and keeping 
the costs to the taxpayer to reasonable bounds. 

In making the announcement, the premier threw 
in the usual dose of politics, attacking the New 
Democratic Party for its initial criticism of the 
universal pharmacare proposal: “Thev created a lot 
of heartache and concern among the elderly when they 
suggested their free drugs were about to be taken 
away I cannot condone that sort of political action I 
condemn the NDP for what they did. bringing fear to 
the elderlv. the handicapped and the poor 

In fairness, it should be noted that any fear was 
created as much by the silence of the government as 
bv the undenied predictions that the B C. plan would be 
modelled on Manitoba s. with the elderly paying the 
first $25 and others the first $75 

The throne speech was on Jan. 13 and it was not 
until March 24 that Human Resources Minister 
William Vander Zalm would say that the handicapped 
and elderlv would be spared such an initial portion of 
the cost. For this reason, we suggest the Opposition 
perhaps can be commended rather than condemned. 
It may have played a role in convincing the 
government that pharmacare should take the shape it 
now has 


Ottawa Offtejt 

Food additives and mental depression 


Paul Yewchuk is a quiet, 
soft-spoken Alberta physician 
and father of six. 

But he s also an MP and has 
been since 1968 

Probably because he s a doc¬ 
tor Yewchuk has been slotted 
as health critic in the Conser¬ 
vative shadow cabinet 

From that critic's post, he s 
now putting forward an in¬ 
teresting new philosophy that 
food affects adult moods. 

The idea is already being 
studied closely by a couple of 
American psychiatrists in 
Oklahoma 

They cite the case of a 35- 
year-old man whose favorite 
salad dressing brought on 
severe depression And they 
say a 40-vear-old woman 
became despondent after 
drinking milk 

One ot the researchers in¬ 
volved has been quoted as sav¬ 
ing “ such innocent-appearing 
foods as cottage cheese can 
cause allergic-tvpe reaction 
making the brain swell and 
producing a mental disorder " 

Presented with tacts such as 
these. Dr Yewchuk—who'll 
turn 4d in July—feels no objec¬ 
tive scientist could fail to 
wonder how much of our men¬ 
tal illness is caused by the 3.1MW 
or so chemical additives which 
can be found in the food at any 
Canadian supermarket, ready 
to eat or quick to prepare, and 
attractively packaged. 

Yewchuk insists its natural 
to wonder whether mental ill¬ 
ness. like so many other dis¬ 
eases ot our time, is a by¬ 
product of modern civilization. 

He claims there is reason to 
believe that at least some men¬ 
tal illness is Canada results 
from the unnatural physical 
and social environment of the 
1970s and. in particular from 
our highly artificial food supp¬ 
ly

Although Canada was late in 
to probe the possible 
relationship between artificial 
food colors and flavors and 
hyperactivity in children. Dr. 
Ronald Trites of the Royal Ot-. 
tawa Hospital has been given a 
grant to investigate the psy¬ 
chological effects of food ad¬ 
ditives. 

In additiop. health and 
welfare department personnel 
have been sent south of the 
border to observe experiments 
the Americans are conducting 

•’If onlv a small proportion of 
hyperactive children are 
reacting to additives m the food 
supply, that could mean thou¬ 
sands of cases each year in 
Canada alone. ' Dr Yewchuk 
reasons 

It's estimated as many as 
one-halt million Canadian 
children ma> be hyperactive 

The stresses and strains of 
modern life also appear to have 
considerable hearing on mental 
illness 

And although Opposition par¬ 
ties in the House of Commons 
are supposed to help keep the 
government honest by pointing 
out its mistakes and failures. 
Dr Yewchuk has a good word 
for at least one of its 
programs 

•’Common sense tells us the 
federal government is one the 
right track when it supports 
amateur sport tor what it can 
do tor physical fitness and a 
feeling of well-being.’’ he as¬ 
serts 

But. at the same time, the 
health critic wonders if the 
government s sports policy has 
taken into account the impor¬ 
tance of outdoor recreation to 
mental fitness 

The Alberta MP the repre¬ 


sents the riding of Athabaska' 
appears to be right when he 
observes the comparatively 
tiny sums spent on such ac¬ 
tivities as cross-country skiing, 
hiking, canoeing and snowshoe- 
ing suggest the therapeutic 
value of outdoor recreation has 
not been fully appreciated. 

Yewchuk is promoting a 
valid theory when he suggests 
that, in years to come, mental 
health may have as much to do 
with green trees, blue lakes, 
white rivers and hard grey rock 
as with mental institutions, 
medical personnel, or govern¬ 
ment spending 
"It is not for nothing that 
people say the time a man 
spends fishing is not subrarted 
from the sum ol his days.’’ the 
MP doctor notes 
There's already a move afoot 
to substitute home care, 
paramedical services, and out¬ 
patient treatment for expen¬ 
sive hospitalization and other 
torms ot institutional treat¬ 
ment. 

Because so much illness is. in 
fact, mental illness, and 
because treatment ot mental il- 
ness is often more successful 
outside the hospital than in. Dr 
Yewchuk says mental health 
care has been especially 
susceptible to the new pattern 
ot government spending 
In lust one year, hospitaliza¬ 
tion ot mental patients dropped 
by 7 3 per cent 
Three years ago. the health 
and weltare department 
published a little book called 
A New Perspective on the 
Health ot Canadians 
Yewchuk thinks the book is 
remarkable because it ap¬ 
proaches health from a 
perspective in which the

Immigration le g islation 


Canada's changing face 


The minister has called it “a 
strong and imaginative founda¬ 
tion on which to conduct 
•Canada's immigration 
program in the future " But 
one well-respected MP has at¬ 
tacked the legislation as writ¬ 
ten by people with “a siege 
mentality.” Some minority 
groups have gone further and 
called it racist. 

One thing is certain 
Canada s new Immigration 
Bill, which is now halfway 
through its passage in Parlia¬ 
ment. will not please everyone 
And it seems to reflect a mood 
more of worry than of 
welcome 

Canada has had good reason 
to welcome immigrants over 
its 110 years as a country In 
the early days it needed hardy 
tarmsteaders to open up 
agricultural land in the 
Prairies, and thousands of 
Ukrainian families answered 
this call at the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. 

After the war ended in 1945 
Canada's cities began ex¬ 
panding like balloons. The new 
Toronto, both the downtown 
highrises and the suburban es¬ 
tates. was mainly built by 
Italian construction workers; 
there are now more than 
400.000 Italian-Canadians in 
that city. 

And Canada has always 
benefited from the brains and 
skills and imagination of its 
newer citizens who were 
trained at some other country s 
cost. Until recently they most¬ 
ly came from Europe, but 
nowadays they come from all 
continents. They are likely to 
he the cream of the talented 


The racial makeup of Canada is changing rapidly. Last year, 
out of 150.000 immigrants more than half came from Asia, 
Central and South America, the Caribbean, Africa and 
Oceania. No longer is Europe the main area of origin. Now 
new immigration laws are being debated in Parliament — 
and causing a fair amount of anguish. Gemini News Service 
reports that few would agree with the minister piloting the 
hill through, that it is imaginative.

This has worked to the extent 
that there are no immigrant 
ghettos, except those of their 
owti choosing, like the ‘ little 
Portugal" in Toronto 
. But there have been a few 
nasty incidents, and the thugs 
who set on a Tanzanian in a 
Toronto subway or attacked 
some Sikhs in Vancouver did 
not bother to ask their victims 
how many years they had spent 
at school. 

Immigration officials began 
reviewing the legislation 
needed to replace the 1952 Im¬ 
migration Act at what was 
probablv an unfortunate mo¬ 
ment in Canada s history. 
Inflation and unemployment 
rates were both rising, and the 
main cities were feeling the 
strain of providing services for 
many newcomers.

For none of these problems 
could immigrants be held 
primarily to blame. The major 
factor in the growth of the 
cities has been internal migra¬ 
tion by Canadians from rural 
areas. Immigrants can only 
take iobs for which there is no 
qualified Canadian applicant, 
and Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau among others has 


together with tentative figures 
for the more distant future 
He wants to get rid of the 
system by which immigration 
officials turn the tap on or off 
several times during the year,

Cullen has suggested the 
government would like to see

His bill would give the 
minister strong powers to re¬ 


quire that certain immigrants 
and their families went to 
designated areas where their 
skills were needed and stayed 
there at least six months. The 
Senate-Commons committee 
recommended measures to 
draw immigrants away from a 
concentration on Toronto. Van¬ 
couver and Montreal, but sug¬ 
gested positive incentives 
rather than threats of deport* 
tion.

As the legislation goes 
through parliamentary com¬ 
mittee this summer, a few ob¬ 
jectionable clauses — such as 
those empowering the minister 
to make certain classes of 
persons report to an immigra 
tion officer before leaving 
Canada, and those requiring 
fingerprinting — may he 
modified or dropped. What sur¬ 
vives will still give Cullen what, 
he called a strong foundation 
for his immigration program 
But few would agree with him 
that it is imaginative. 

Yet the door to Canada re¬ 
mains opeBjfor the skilled who 
are needST And processing 
mav go more rapidly after this 
bill becomes law.

During the debate on its se¬ 
cond reading, a Progressive 
Conservative MP.

Then ignore it, let it grow 
naturally, and call it a 
meadow, a prairie, or even a 
native grassland 
The neighbors may he reluc¬ 
tant to share your bumper crop 
of dandelions and other weeds, 
plus, the insects, birds, and 
even occasional rabbits and 
small animals likely to call it 
home 

But you’ll be right in step 
with a serious trend spreading 
across the country, the 
National Geographic Society 
says. It is creating what might 
be called ecological natfrfe 
preserves of basic grasslands. 

Letting the grass grow 
naturally may be easier for big 
areas, such as parks and land 
beyond city limits, than for 
front yards where weed or¬ 
dinances more or less insist on 
uniform neighborly neatness. 

Reviving the land and saving 
it from erosion is the hig.idea 


behind the National Grasslands 
set aside by the U S Forest 
Service of the Department of 
Agriculture 

There are 19 grasslands 
covering 38 million acres, 
most in the Great Plains states 
where the prairie grass was 
largely eradicated by the 
plow that tamed the West" and 
overgrazing by cattle and 
sheep. Thus these wide open 
spaces were made devastating- 
’ Iv susceptible to drought and 
wind erosion, the combination 
producing the Dust Bowl of the 
1930s. 

Since then much of the region 
has become the world’s richest 
breadbasket of wheat, corn, 
and soybeans, althoug^rought 
again threatens the land 

The National Grasslands are 
remnants of the 250 million 
acres that stretched from In¬ 
diana to the Rockies, from 
Saskatoon in central Canada 
into Texas.

To the cast the grass was 
tall, to the west, short. Only oc¬ 
casional cottonwpods or small 
oaks along a stream broke the 
sea of grass. 

But throughout a number of 
states miniature pnarie 
patches are being staked out by 
conservation groups, univer¬ 
sities. even farmers. 

They may be sodbusters’ 
graveyards of a century or 
more ago, or stretches of 
railroad rights of way, or rocky 
slopes not worth plowing when 
waving grass beckoned all the 
way to the horizon 

Whevcr they have been 
burned over fairly regularly, as 
railroaders did to keep down 
the weeds along the tracks, the 
fire has killed or kept control¬ 
led such prairie immigrants as 
ragweed, bluegrass, Queen An¬ 
ne’s lace, and foxtail. 

With roots reaching down 
perhaps a dozen or more feet. 


the perennial grasses and 
wildflowers native to the plains 
have survived, like big 
bluestem. or turkey foot, and 
Indian grass. 

Tough times face fans of sub¬ 
division prairies, some even 
purposefully planted with still- 
hard-to-find prairie seeds 

Back-to-nature homeowners 
are trying to defend their yards 
— with some success — against 
firefighters claiming weeds 
are a fire hazard; health 
departments’ belief that tall 
grass may breed mosquitoes, 
rats, or hav fever pollen, and 
city councils’ arguments that 
overgrown yards attract trash 
dumpers. 

Meanwhile, offended 
members of the neighborhood 
lawn mower brigade may find 
no comfort in the words of 
Fred Allen “If the grass is 
greener in the other fellow * 
yard — let him worry about 
cutting 'it

'We've been positive and unpleasant 


Earlier this week Colonist 
reporter Jim Hume spent an 
hour chatting with Premier 
William Bennett on a wide 
range of topics. Following is a 
transcript of part of the con¬ 
versation. 


COLONIST: While you 
haven’t yet had time to read 
the report of Mr. Justice 
Thomas Berger on the Macken¬ 
zie Valley pipeline, you must 
have some feelings on his 
reference to the Alcan (Alaska 
Highway) pipeline route which 
you’ve been advocating for 
more than a year. 

BENNETT: I haven’t had a 
chance to read the Berger 
report, but when it came to an 
option on routes with the least 
environmental damage, and 
with possibility of meeting 
(delivery) schedules, we did 
hold meetings with the gover¬ 
nors of Oregon. Washington 
and Alaska and with the 
legislature of the Yukon Ter¬ 
ritory to consider what has 
been termed the Alcan 
proposal. At that time, subject 
to the studies now going on, we 
recommended it as the most 
acceptable of the immediate 
proposals. Wp said that if it 
was put on the negotiating 
table British Columbia, had a 
series of proposals we wanted 
to put on the negotiating table 
at the same time. 


COLONIST: With Mr. 
Justice Berger’s tentative and 
cautious blessing will you be 
pushing harder for the Alcan 
route? 

BENNETT: Well, I think at 
that time what we had to do 
was create the discussion 
where it needed to be taken. 
Had there been a negative deci¬ 
sion by the Yukon, then I think 
the future of the Alcan route 
would have been very dim. But 
the Yukon legislature passed a 
motion endorsing it. But. as I 
say. there are some other 
items of concern to British 
Columbia to be negotiated at 
the same time. 


COLONIST: Would one of 
those items be the paving of the 
Alaska Highway? 

BENNETT: Yes, that’s one, 
but there will be several items. 
It’s a little premature not to 
put them all on the table, but 
that’s, been our position all 
along.) We want to negotiate 
more than just a pipeline. Our 
position has also always been 
that we want to co-operate with 
the government of Canada and 
the government of the United 
States. We don’t believe in be¬ 
ing bad neighbors. We have a 
lot of mutual concerns which 
can only be resolved by acts of 
co-operation, not acts of 
hostility.

’Human resources programs better* 


BENNETT: “There are two 
very important trade and 
financial areas I have been in¬ 
vited to visit. They are more 
than just a trip because they 
deal with finance and trade, 
specific negotiations with a 
number of countries, primarily 
in Europe. 

The European Economic 
Council now maintains an of¬ 
fice in Canada and we have 
visited it. In British Columbia, 
we are world traders and we 
must be prepared to deal with 
all parts of the world market 
where we have the opportunity 
to sell our goods. And we must 
also deal with them in a finan¬ 
cial way for investment and 
capital needs. Mutual contacts 
must be maintained. I do have 
a proposal for the government 
in Ottawa, external affairs. It’s 
tentative for now, but it 
releates to invitations and dis¬ 
cussions which have already 
taken place. It (the trip) will 
proceed, subject to some event 
such as a crisis in our provin¬ 
cial economy. It wouldn’t be 
until the tentative conclusion of 
Che legislature, which will 
probably be in the fall. *But 
should we still be sitting I 
would still, depending on the is¬ 
sue before the House, be 
prepared to work that trip in. 


Some new proposals are gon- 
ing to be added to the Original 
list. But we no longer have in 
effect what were separate sit¬ 
tings of the Legislature. We 
have a year-round session with 
periods of adjournment for 
the members to get back to 
their constituencies. In order to 
do that we’ll have longer sit¬ 
tings. This one will be the 
longest ever in British Colum¬ 
bia. There will be more time to 
debate bills. 

There was a good debate in 
the House during which 
members said they wanted to 
be full-time and I think, with 
adequate notice, it isn’t in¬ 
convenient to them. And the 
government will give them 
adequate notice. 


question our human resources 
budget. When you strip all the 
headlines away, many groups 
who have received aid. and I’ve 
been visiting many of them, 
will tell you they are receiving 
more help than ever before. 
Social workers in the field say 
that when you strip away the 
rhetoric of measuring the suc¬ 
cess of programs in dollars, 
then they’ll tell you the 
programs are better, the 
government support better, the 
results better, the people 
served better. 


COLONIST: I was going to 
bring human resources up 
later, but now it’s here, why is 
vour minister in the same kind 
of trouble the NDP minister 
was in? Your man Claims he’s 
saved $10* million, the NDP 
minister overspent $100 mil¬ 
lion. The criticism sounds 
basically the same, why? 

BENNETT: He shouldn’t (be 
criticized). The programs, the 
less-than-budget forecast, was 
achieved through good 
management, not on the back 
of the vpoor. Government 
benefits are the highest they’ve 
ever been. 

There is no doubt the British 
Columbia taxpayer is getting 
better value for the dollar, but 
what’s even more important is 
that recipients are also getting 
better value and better 
programs for the dollar. 

There will never be enough 
money, let me make that clear, 


COLONIST: Throughout 1975 
Social Credit played the 
numbers game when it came to 
party membership. Hardly a 
week went by without yet 
another announcement that 
membership was increasing. 
The NDP appears to have 
taken a leaf from your book. 
Any comment? 

BENNETT: They would be 
foolish indeed if they didn’t 
learn something from the way 
in which our party set about in¬ 
volving the people of the 
province in the party and 
through the party into the 
policy of government. But I 
think there are limitations to 
the number of people who 
would buy a card to support the 
record of the last government 
or its philosophy. You can’t 
forget the people who are still 
there (in the NDP ML A ranks) 
who are still involved.

We haven’t had a 
major membership drive but 
we’ll be gearing up for that in 
the fall. I hope to see the 
significant type of membership 
increase we had in 1974-75 when 
we became the largest political 
party, federal or provincial, in 
Canada. Up till that time most 
political parties operated like 
private clubs with select 
members making decisions. 
We changed all that. We 
opened the doors and we 
changed significantly the base 
of the party and the things we 
stood for. 

I hope the NDP in its 
membership drive follows that 
example too. Their party, well, 
it would certainly improve with 
a broader base of membership 
and better debate.

"We’ve been very 
impressed with the returning 
credibility to the B.C. scene 
at the investment level and I 
think that Mr. Bennett’s im¬ 
pact and outlook, while some¬ 
what of a surprise when he 
was first in the East, was cer¬ 
tainly reconfirmed by every¬ 
body who sat and talked with 
him today,” said Ward Pit- 
lied, chairman of the IDA. 

“He’s a very impressive In¬ 
dividual and I think that 
you’re very fortunate in this 
province to have somebody of 
that ability, of that youth . . . 
and as acceptable in the polit¬ 
ical milieu in Ottawa as he 
is,” Pitfield continued. 

The investment executive 
was quick to correct any im¬ 
pression that might have been 
gained from his remarks that 
he was downgrading Ben¬ 
nett’s predecessor, Dave Bar¬ 
rett. 

“No. not at all. It’s a totally 
different type- of government. 
I lvave great respect for Mr. 
Barrett, even though I don’t 
agree with his political philos¬ 
ophy,” Pitfield said. 

Pitfield went on to say that 
B.C.’s economy seems to be 
getting going, even though it 
is a highly capital-intensive 
community with high labor 
costs and that fact is present¬ 
ing problems not only here 
but across the rest of the 
country. 

He said that he thought it 
was only a matter of time for 
all to realize that the Anti- 
Inflation Board has been 
working and he added that he 
felt labor was convinced of 
that fact. 

Pitfield said that govern¬ 
ments too have learned that

they’ve contributed to infla¬ 
tion and said. 

“Here again I think that 
this government (B.C’s) has 
done a good job in containing 
t Ife i r expenses. They’ve 
brought in one of the few bal¬ 
anced budgets in Canada this 
year,” 

And, he continued, that if 
labor has learned its lesson 
then the future for B.C. is 
even brighter. 

When discussing the prob¬ 
lems of raising capital for 
B.C ventures in the Van¬ 
couver Stock Exchange, and 
taking into account its many 
problems, both Pitfield and 
IDA president Andrew Knie- 
wasser said that the associa¬ 
tion would be playing an im¬ 
portant role in the study that 
the provincial government 
has launched. 

“We’ll be co-operating total¬ 
ly,” Kniewasser said,” by 
making material available 
that we have so they won’t 
have to duplicate work. We 
gave that assurance today to 
Mr. Mair (Consumer and Cor¬ 
porate Affairs Minister Rafe 
Mair, under whose depart¬ 
ment the VSE is regulated).” 

"It’s important that this be 
done quickly and it will be im¬ 
portant to establish criteria 
that are relevant to B.C.,” 
Kniewasser, who is the full¬ 
time paid manager of the 
IDA. 

“It’s really important that 
vve develop a feeling of part¬ 
nership between the govern¬ 
ment of the province and the 
Vancouver Stock Exchange,” 
he added. “With good govern¬ 
ment, a good budget and such 
a partnership vve can raise 
business confidence and get 
on with the important work of 
raising capital.’” 


Both Pitfield and Niewasser 
commented on the recent fe¬ 
deral budget and the deep ef¬ 
fect it is just starting to have 
on improvement of income 
stocks. They said tliat it was 
important that B.C^ quickly 


get in line with other provinces 
to make changes in its taxing 
structure so that investors 
here can take full advantage 
of some of the changes that 
will occur-when the budgi 
eventually approved. 



The eastern duo reminded 
Bennett of the importance of 
such changes and also told 
him of a new kind of venture 
capital-raising scheme that is 
receiving the blessing of some 
irovinces. 


Under such a plan, corpora¬ 
tions would be able to invest 
in lending companies for 
small businesses and get a 
tax break as a result of such 
investment 


People of Quebec 
not getting truth 


The chairman of the Invest¬ 
ment Dealers Association be¬ 
lieves that Premier Bennett 
and B.C.’s “man in the 
street” can best tell the peo¬ 
ple of Quebec that they should 
belong in confederation. 

Ward Pitfield, president of 
the investment firm of Pit- 
field, Mackay, Ross and Co., 
said in an interview here Fri¬ 
day that in his view Que¬ 
becers are being given the 
distorted view that people in 
the West no longer want tliem 
as part of Canada. 

Pitfield, along with IDA 
president Andrew Knie¬ 
wasser, said that they had 
izeen ?enuinely surprised to 
learn the depth of concern 
that there was in B.C. over 
the unity problem. 

“The West can do more to 
retain Quebec, I think, than 
anybody else can,” Pitfield 
said, ‘if tliey do nothing else 
than saying what they sin¬ 
cerely believe.” 

Pitfield and Kniewasser 
said that the unity question 


was a major topic of discus¬ 
sion in their call on the B.C. 
premier. 

“One of the fallouts of 
Levesque’s — which I’m sure 
that they foster to the 
greatest degree possible — is 
that “As soon as we go, don’t 
be confused, B.C. is next and 
Alberta is next and really 
what wa are doing is leading 
the cattle to the slaughter* 
which the average Quebecer 
sits, and can do nothing but 
believe. 

“The press in Quebec does 
little to alleviate the situation, 
any more than really, in. 
fairness, the B.C. press would 
do pertaining to Quebec 
issues,” Pitfield said. 

He continued: 

"Here we arrived the other 
night to find that the whole 
situation is drastically dif¬ 
ferent. We’ve been taken 
aback by hearing perhaps 
stronger feelings of national¬ 
ism here than we’ve heard at 
home. 


“What we’ve got to look at 
now is to get this back East. 
How do you feed this con¬ 
fidence and desire for Canada 
back into Quebec to the 
average man on the street to 
realize that there is support in 
the rest of Canada? 

“Because right now he 
doesn’t know that. It’s not the 
MacMillans, the CPRs who 
are going to carry the mes¬ 
sage, or the B.C. Forests or 
the B.C. Tels, it’s you, me and 
John Jones and who you 
meet, today, tomorrow and 
the next day. 

“And with the leadership 
that you have here, stemming 
from the personality and 
drive that Premier Bennett 
has, it’s nothing short of phe¬ 
nomenal what he could con¬ 
tribute in holding this country 
together.

OTTAWA <CP> — Es¬ 
tablishment of a 103,000- 
square-mile lnuit territory in 
the Western Arctic was the 
cornerstone of land claims 
.submitted to the federal cabi¬ 
net Friday by the Committee 
for tiie Original People’s En¬ 
titlement (COPE). 

COPE spokesman for the 
2,500 Inoit or Eskimo people 
j v in the Western Arctic, is seek¬ 
ing outright ownership of 
63.000 square miles located 
within the proposed territory 
and royalties of three per cent 
on any oil or gas discovered 
within it. 

In return, the lnuit would 
give up aboriginal title to the 
305,000 miles in the Western 
Arctic which for their pur¬ 
poses begins at the tree line 
and extends to the Arctic 
Ocean. 

COPE officials stressed at a 
news briefing that none of the 
65,000 square miles they seek 
is under development or is. 
regarded as potential gas or 
oil fields. 

"We are trying to be real¬ 
istic and are seeking an 
honest settlement,” one 
COPE official said. 

Sam Radi, president of 
COPE, said the lnuit want the 
cabinet to approve in princi¬ 
ple the land claims before any 
decision is made on the Mack¬ 
enzie Valley natural gas pipe- 
line. Thai decision is expected 
to be made by the Trudeau 
government before Sep- 
tember. 

Originally. COPE and lnuit 
Tapirisat. the Eskimo broth¬ 
erhood which speaks for ail 
13,000 Inuitt in the Northwest 
Territories, had planned a 
joint submission on the Cen¬ 
tral and Eastern Arctic to do 
more research. 

Because most of the Arctic 


gas and oil exploration is tak¬ 
ing place in the Western Arc¬ 
tic, COPE decided to go 
ahead on its own. 

C.O.P.E said a two - year 
land use study conducted by a 
small army of lnuit field 
workers showed that the peo¬ 
ple traditionally used 163,000 


square miles of the Western 
Arctic for trapping, fishing 
and other uses. 

The proposed lnuit territory 
would split from the 
Northwest Territories. The 
territory would have a region¬ 
al government which would 
have governing powers over 


suefi fields as education, po¬ 
lice, economic development 
and game.

• Enable Inuvialuit (Eski¬

Territorial request fine 
if not along racial lines 


OTTAWA (CP) — Northern 
Affairs .Minister Warren AU- 
mand said Friday he sees no 
great barrier to establishing a 
separate lnuit territory in the 
Western Arctic. 

“We agreed to a regional 
government in the James Bay 
settlement,” he told a new* 
conference after the Commit¬ 
tee tor the Original Peoples’ 
Entitlement (C.O.P.E.) pre¬ 
sented its land claims. 

A cornerstone of the claim 
was the request for a 105,000- 
square-mile lnuit territory- 
more than twice the size of 
the three Maritime provinces. 

Within the territory, the 
2.500 lnuit are seeking govern¬ 
ing powers over such fields as 
education, police, economic 
de\*elopment and game. There 
are less than 200 whites in the 
proposed territory. 

AJlmand said the federal 
government has agreed to 
much the same concept of re¬ 
gional government for native 
people in James Bay where

Sam Radi, president of 
C.O.P.E., asked that the gov¬ 
ernment agree in principle to 
the land claims before a deci¬ 
sion is made on the Macken¬ 
zie Valley natural gas pipe¬ 
line. That decision is expected 
before September. 

Allmand replied that the 
government could meet that 
deadline and added it would 
be desirable to do so. But first 
the claims must be examined 
to see if any disagreements 
might arisq.

And statements by other 
ministers revealed a division 
of opinion in the Trudeau cab¬ 
inet. 

Energy Alinister Alastair 
Gillespie argued strongly in 
Commons debate against 
delay in a pipeline, as recom¬ 
mended by Mr. Justice Thom¬ 
as Berger. 

Warren Allmand. minister 
of Indian and northern af¬ 
fairs, said he basically agrees 
with Berger’s position that the 
interests of native people 
. should be uppermost in a 
pipeline decision. 

The ministers spoke during 
debate on a New Democratic 
Party proiosa) to shelve plans 
for a pipeline along the Mack¬ 
enzie River Valley in the 
Northwest Territories to 
carry natural gas from the 
Arctic to Canada and the U.S. 

The XDP proposal was de¬ 
feated ,159-14, a total of 111 
Liberals and 4S Conservatives 
combining against 13 NDP 
and one Quebec Socred. 

“It is quite inconceivable 
that a pipeline*could be built 
without pamamentary ap¬ 
proval,” MacEachen told re- 
yxrrters" after a speech in 
which he stressed the govern¬ 
ment's freedom to turn down 
a pipeline despite U.S. pres¬ 
sures to build it. 

But Gillespie said the 
ccuntry must be prepared to 
face "the disastrous conse- 
ouences of an energy shortage 
13 vears hence which implies 
greater unemployment and 
^greater inflation.’-’ 

Gillespie’s reference to a 
lost opportunity echoed a 
comment in London Wednes¬ 
day by Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau. who said Canada would 
lose a pipeline if it delays a 
decision until die U.S. settles 
on another delivery system. 

TYhile most Trudeau min¬ 
ister s have said they cannot 
respond to the Berger propos¬ 
al for delay until other studies 
are complete Jack Homer, 
the nevv Alberta minister 
without portfolio, said he disa¬ 
greed totally with Berger’s 
call Lt delay. 

MacEachen said th£ House 
will have a chance for a full 
debate on the pipeline issue 
before the government makes 
its decision on a pipeline to 
move gas to southern markets 
from .Alaska and from the Ca¬ 
nadian Western Arctic. 

The government plans to 
make a decision on the Jib- 
billion project by late supnmer 
in time to meet a Sept. 1 
deadline set by the U.S. 
Congress for President 
Jimmy Carter to make his 
choice on shipping out Alaska 
gas. 

But the Opposition say’s the 
U.S. legislation contains pro¬ 
vision for a 90-day delay in 
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the decision and Canada 
should ask for that time to 
consider the pipeline issue.

Breikss said this alone will port viable and Duguid said 
two sawmills would surpass 
that figure.

B.C.'s recovery continues to 
be- slightly better than other 
provinces, the report claims. 

In th€' area of expons a sig¬ 
nificant boost Ls expected 
trom the United States.- B.C.’s 
biggest buyer, where hous¬ 
ing starts are already on the 
increase and growing. The re¬ 
port states that the drop in 
value of the Canadian dollar 
is also expected to boost ex¬ 
ports to the United States. 

'Tntlation is s-tHl a problem 
but it * is moderating ami 
should level out for the year at 
a round seven per cent,” the 
report says. 


"One of the most encourag¬ 
ing signs in the predicted eco¬ 
nomic recovery comes from 
the private and public invest¬ 
ment sector where a real gain 
of six per cent is forecast," 
the refjort states. 

"But even more important 
is the encouraging prediction 
that business investment will 
also increase by six per cent 
tills year, the strongest in¬ 
dicator that the gradual resto¬ 
ration by the private sector of 
investment interest is already 
under way.” 

But the report warns the 
steady recovery does not 
mean B.C. is on the verge of 
a boom. 


al of the prospects of long¬ 
term economic growth. It is 
now g e n,e r a 11 y agreed 
throughout the western world 
that future growth will be 
steady but not of the boom va¬ 
riety.” 

It also warns that B.C. will 
be faced with ever increasing 
pressures from other produc¬ 
ing nations on the world mar¬ 
ket. 

“In the case of resource 
products, British Columbia 
faces continuing competition 
from its traditional interna¬ 
tional rivals, the United 
States, Australia and Sweden, 
plus new competition from re- 


source-rich countries in the 
‘Third World’ where both 
source* and low - cost labor 
are plentiful,’’ the report 
states. 

’That means that British 
Columbia, i in future years, 
will more than likely be under 
increasing pressure to meet 
competitive prices.” 

On the same therrte the re¬ 
port says that labor costs per 
unit in B.C. jumped from 
seven per cent lower than the 
U.S. in 1969 to 25 per cent 
higher in 1973. 

"Productivity figures are 
not available for more recent 


years but indications are that 
the gap has widened," the re¬ 
port adds. "Although labor 
costs have contributed to the 
increasing high cost of pro¬ 
ductivity. it would be a mis¬ 
take to believe that cost in¬ 
creases are entirely the fault 
of labor. 

'The problem has its origin 
in a complex web of inappro¬ 
priate expectation* and ac¬ 
tions from all sectors of the 
economy and, as recent stu¬ 
dies clearly demonstrate, ex¬ 
pansionary Canadian mone¬ 
tary policy at the federal 
level has been a major factor 


in the inflation experienced 
since 1970.” 

As the economy continues to 
recover, the ranks of die un¬ 
employed should diminish at 
a moderate pace. 

” Although unemployment 
continues to be the major 
problem facing the western 
world, the steady improve¬ 
ment in the economy should 
bring a similar moderate de¬ 
cline in unemployment,” tlw 
report states.

Forests Minister Tom Wa- 
terland said this week he 
would not propose a ban on 
use of the controversial her¬ 
bicides 2.4-D and 2.4.5-T in 
B.C. forests although the 
chemicals can cause birth de¬ 
tects. 

Asked if he would ban the 
chemicals in light of an in¬ 
cident last month in which the 
herbicides were sprayed near 
eight Winter Harbour resi¬ 
dents, including two school- 
age girls, Waterland said it 
was not within his power to 
ban the chemicals. He said 
they are registered for use by 
the federal government. 

A related plant regulator 
called Silvex, which produces 
a fetus-deforming dioxin 
( ailed TCDD, is sprayed on 
apple trees in the Okanagan, 
provincial pesticide chairman 
Bane Vance said last week. 

Silvex is registered in the 
U.S. for use on apple trees as 
a plant regulator. It is a 

2.4.5- T related chemical, and 
produces the contaminant 
TCDD, a U.S. Environmental 
Agency spokesman said. 

Silvex is also known as 

2.4.5- TP, Weedone, Aqua-Vex 
and other names depending 
on the manufacturer. The 
major manufacturer Is Dow 
Chemical Co. 

Silvex is safe and leaves no 
residue on apples, Vance said. 

But the UFA is studying Sil¬ 
vex and other chemicals 
which contain TCDD as a by¬ 
product and the agency is ex¬ 
pected to. make a decision this 
year on their status, a sjwkes- 
man said. 

2.4- D and 2.4.5-T related 
chemicals kill plants by simu¬ 
lating growth hormones which 
makes them grow in a disor¬ 
ganized manner. 

Vance said Silvex was not a 
problem, but that 2.4,5-T. the 
related chemical, was a “hell 
of a mess.” 

He said use of 2,4,5-T. a 
defoilant, is “being exam¬ 
ined.” 

Vance said he personally 
fetl that "we’re at the stage 
where we could do without 

2.4.5- T." 

Both 2.4-D and 2.4,5-T are 
manufactured in the United 
States, where they were pro¬ 
duced in the 19G0s chiefly for 
use in the Vietnam war. 

2,4,5-T produces a tera- 
t o g e n i c (fetus-deforming) 
rHoxina, such as 2,4,5-T. it can 
TCDD, according to the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

2.4- D, as far as U.S. scien¬ 
tists know*, does not produce 
TCDD in Its manufacture. But 
« ertain esters in 2.4-D have 
<aused birth defects in test, 
animals, the U.S. National 
Cancer Institute has reported. 

When 2.4-D is combined 
with a chemical that contains 
dioxins.s uch as 2.4,5-T. it can 
cause birth defects, the B.C. 
Forest Pesticide Handbook 
states. 2.4,5-T alone can also 
cause birth defects, according 
to the handbook. 

2.4- D and 2,4,5-T. alone and 
combined in a mixture, are 
both used for brush control by 
B.C Hydro, the B.C. Forest 
Service, and some private for¬ 
estry firms. 

Birth defects are usually re¬ 
cognized shortly after birth, 
and cause disability or death. 
But birth defects also include 
microscopic abnormalities 
which can occur in a fetus 
before birth, such as some 
types of retardation. 

Canadian registration of 
pesticides and herbicides is 
almost identical to U.S. regis¬ 
tration. Canada usually fol¬ 
lows th# lead of the U.S. in 
deciding which chemicals to 
restrict. 

Canadian and U.S. restric¬ 
tions on 2.4,5-T prohibit its 
use on ponds, lakes, streams.

runoff areas into streams, in 
recreation areas, on crops in¬ 
tended for human consump¬ 
tion and around the home. 

Environmentalists in B.C. 
believe that die herbicide 
probably won’t be banned in 
Canada until it is first banned 
in the U.S., home of the pow¬ 
erful corporations that manu¬ 
facture it. 

U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency labelling provi¬ 
sions state that women of 
chi Id-bearing age should noi 
come into direct contact with 
2,4,5-T. 

All 2.4,5-T contains dioxin 
contaminants in varying min¬ 
ute levels. In Canada and the 
U.S. the dioxin TCDD is not 
allowed to exceed one-tenth 
part per million. 

U.S. companies, UniRoyal, 
Dow Chemical, and others 
keep the TCDD level down in 
co-operation with U.S. govern¬ 
ment standards. But levels of 
one and two parts per million 
have been discovered durng 
monitoring of 2,4,5-T, an EPA 
spokesman said. 

During the Vietnam war. 
the TCDD contamination level 
in 2,4,5-T was sometimes 60 
parts per million, an EPA 
spokesman said. 

But the reduction from 60 
parts per million to one-tenth 
part per million does not en¬ 
sure that TCDD is safe for 
humans, he said. 

He said companies haven’t 


found a way to manufacture 

2.4.5- T so that it contains no 
TCDD at all. 

The B.C. Forest Pesticide 
Handbook does not state that 

2.4.5- T is harmless when the 
recommended level of one- 
tenth part per million TCDD 
is adhered to. It states that 

2.4.5- T is "teratogenic, espe¬ 
cially' when contaminated 
with dioxins.” 

B.C. Hydro distributes a 
pamphlet on brush control 
which contains a section 
called "Safety of herbicides is 
assured.” 

The section states that 2.4-D 
and 2,4,5-T are safe for 
humans "when used accord¬ 
ing to directions.” 

'Hie pamphlet says use of 
herbicides as a defoliant is 
“universally accepted.” 

But their use is causing con¬ 
troversy in the U.S. A federal 
judge in Oregon has prohibit¬ 
ed spraying of 2,4,5-T this 
y r ear In national forests in the 
northwest U.S.. an EPA 
spokesman said Thursday. 

The Hydro pamphlet says 
spraying brush with her¬ 
bicides is a “sale, effective 
and economical method of 
vegetation control.” 

Apparently. "economical" 
is a key word in provincial 
and corporate justification of 
herbicides, especially 2,4-D 
and 2,4,5-T. 

Officials of an American 


wood products subsidiary, 
Rayonier Canada (B.C) Ltd., 
which has an operation on 
Vancouver Island, said last 
week that it is cheaper to 
spray alder with a compound 
of 2.-4-D and 2,4.5-T than to 
hire loggers to remove it. 

(Rayonier is spraying 1.000 
acres of alder, although alder 
is* "British Columbia's neg¬ 
lected hardwood resource.’' 
according to a 1975 Environ- 
irtent Canada report.) 

Although 2.4-D is less res¬ 
tricted than 2,4,5-T, it is being 
tested in the U.S. as part of a 
pesticide registration pro¬ 
gram to determine if It has a 
relationship to cancer. 

Starting in 1941, tests on 
herbicides, including 2,4-D 
and 2.4.5-T. werre carried out 
at a chemical weapons testing 
base at Fort Detrick. Mary¬ 
land, according to a 1971 re¬ 
port on herbicides tyy New 
Yorker reporter Thomas Whi¬ 
teside. * 

W hiteside said a condbina- 
tion of the herbicides pi- 
cloram and 2,4-D. called 
Agent White, was also used 
widely in Vietnam.- 

The same combination, pi- 
cloram with 2,4-D, is used 
now by B.C. Hydro to spray 
along power lines and rights 
of way. Pieloram is manufac¬ 
tured by Dow Chemical Co., 
which also manufactures 
2.4-D and 2.4. 5-T 

Whiteside said pieloram has 
been described as a "her- 
bicidal analog of DDT." and 
takes more than a year to 
break down into the environ¬ 
ment. 

Whiteside suggests in his re¬ 
port that chemical companies, 
primarily Dow' Chemical 
which is still the major pro¬ 
ducer of 2,4-D and 2.4,5-T, 
hoisted their herbicides on the 
domestic market when the de¬ 
fence market folded. 

(Cancellation proceedings 
against 2,4-D and 2.4.5-T start¬ 
ed in 1970 because of reports 


that they were causing birth 
defects in Vietnam. But as 
early as 1S66, scientists had 
appealed to President John¬ 
son to prohibit the use of her¬ 
bicides in Vietnam. Whiteside 
says.) 

In 1967. Whiteside reports. 
U.S. military personnel gave 
firm ussuranees as to the 
mild nature of the herbicides 
, used in Vietnam: "The defo¬ 
liants used . . . are not at all 
harmful to humans or ani¬ 
mals," they said. 

The same assurances are 
given today about herbicides. 
U.S. factory workers who 
came into contact with diox¬ 
ins produced by 2,4,5-T be¬ 
came ill, Whiteside said. 
Their symptoms: skin erup¬ 
tions. chronic fatigue, depres¬ 
sion, reduced sexual drive. 

Although 2,4,5-T causes 
birth defects, according to 
U.S. and Canadian registra¬ 
tion. a Rayonier Canada of¬ 
ficial said last week that a 
person could be drenched in 
the chemical and be perfectly 
safe. 


"Considering the rapidly 
growing Ch ilian use of these 
products, it is perhaps not 
surprising that the defoliation 
operations in Vietnam es¬ 
caped any significant com¬ 
ment in the press, and that 
the American public re¬ 
mained unaware ot the extent 
to which these uses had their 
origin in planning for biologi¬ 
cal and chemical wariare," 
Whiteside says. 

In Victoria there are sever¬ 
al weed killers sold in retail 
outlets which contain either 
2,4-D, pieloram, or a combina¬ 
tion of 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T. Tlie 
products are sold by other 
names, but the chemical con¬ 
tents. and the precautions, 
are listed on the labels. The 
labels do not state that the 
ingredients can cause birth 
defects.

The provincial government 
is not consulting doctors, and 
not considering medical 
aspects, when malting deci¬ 
sions on environmental issues, 
the B.C. Medical Association 
said Friday. 

Dr. Bob Heff el finger of Co¬ 
quitlam. chairman of the as¬ 
sociation’s environmental 
health committee, said the 
provincial government had re- 
s[>onded to some suggestions 
put forward by physicians, no¬ 
tably the establishment of an 


environment ministry, but on 
two important environmental 
issues, budworm spraying in 
the Fraser Canyon and the 
use of the herbicide 2,4-D to 
control the spread of Eura¬ 
sian milfoil, the profession 
has been ignored 

Heffelfinger called on the 
provincial government to 
delay its budworm spraying 
program until more knowl¬ 
edge could be gamed about 
the substances being used. 

One of the chemicals. Orth- 
ine, is relatively harmless 
unless it comes into contact

with water, after which it 
breaks down into several com¬ 
ponents, including the chemi¬ 
cal Monitor, which has been 
shown to contribute to genetic 
mutations and cancer, he 
said. 

The other chemical Sevin-4, 
which is mixed with a diesel 
oil base, is also' hazardous. 
The medical health officer for 
the area was never informed 
or asked about the spraying 
program until it was made 
public, and his participation 
might have made a difference 
Heffelfinger said. 

"We would .hope that this 
experimental spraying pro¬ 
gram, and that’s what it is 
because it has not been used 
here before, would have been 
tried in an isolated area 


where it would not get into 
watercourses." 

The area to be sprayed has 
been reduced but it still 
covers the Anderson River 
watershed, which flows into 
the Fraser River, Heffelfinger 
said. 

Hefflefinger also said that 
the medical health officer for 
the South Okanagan area, Dr. 
David Clarke, was not con¬ 
sulted about a plan to put 
2,4-D into Okanagan Lake, 
from which some 600 house¬ 
holds or municipalities take 
water. 

“The medical health officer 
knows more than anyone 
about the medical aspects of 
the water supply in the lake, 
and he has not been consult¬ 
ed,’’ Heffelfinger charged.

Heffelfinger expressed 
doubts that either the bud¬ 
worm spraying program or 
the application of 230,000 
pounds of 2,4-D to milfoil in 
Okanagan.

At his urging, the assoca- 
tion unanimously adopted a 
resolution calling for a mora¬ 
torium on the 2,4-D program 
in the Okanagan “until ade¬ 
quate study has been made of 
the potential hazard to human 
health." 

The resolution also asks for 
continuing liaison between the 
environment department and 
the environmental health 
committee of the BCMA.

sought 

Fluoridation of drinking 
water is a political rather 
than medical issue, and it will 
be settled politically, Envi- 
; ronment Minister James Niel¬ 
sen said Friday. 

Nielsen w'as responding to a 
cflll for fluoridation of drink¬ 
ing water from Dr. Bob Hel- 
. felfinger. chairman of the 
1 B.C. Medical Association’s En¬ 
vironmental health commii- 
tee. 

"We want action,’’ Heffel¬ 
finger said. "If the govern¬ 
ment doesn’t act to bring 
water quality in the province 
up from its position as the 
worst in Canada, then we 
would request a referendum 
throughout the province with 
the issue to be decided by a 
simple majority.” 

Nielsen replied that "if 
water systems contained the 
mechanism for some other 
form of medical disease, such 
as typhoid, we would not con¬ 
sider a referendum. We would 
do what w’e had to do and 
would be just enforcing health 
regulations.” 

Fluoridation referendum! 
have failed where they have 
been tried in some communi¬ 
ties, probably because there 
are many people who believe 
fluoridation is harmful. 

"It is th$ simplest thing In 
the world to find someone 
with lots of letters behind his 
name who will support your 
case,” he said, referring to 
the anti-fluoridationists. 

‘‘He may not have been 
teaching since he was com¬ 
mitted 29 years ago. bui 
many people will still believ e 
w hat he says,” he quipped. 

Heffelfinger said later that 
"we are going to keep ham¬ 
mering at the government to 
have fluoridation handled in 
the same way that the re¬ 
medy for any other epidemio¬ 
logical disease, which dental 
decay is, would be handled. 
We have to get it out of poli¬ 
tics and into the realm of 
medicine.”

Seeding in full swing 

Rains easing fears 
of western drought 


Ddli? Colonist Victoria, B.C., Saturday, May 14, 1977 


OTTAWA fCP' — Recent 
rains have greatly alleviated 
drought conditions across the 
Prairie provinces although 
moisture is still needed to 
protect this year's crops. Sta¬ 
tistics Canada reports. 

In the first in a series of 
reports on crop conditions 
across the country, the infor¬ 
mation-gathering agency said 
seeding now is in hill swing in 
the grain-growing belt. 

However, conditions In 
southern Alberta are still dry 
and hay and pasture 
remains slow in many' 
gions. 

Generally, sub-soil moisture 
levels remain low in Mani¬ 
toba, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta. the agency said. 

The federal government an- 


gDDWtll 


nounced plans last week to 
combat the effect of possible 
drought this summer but rain¬ 
fall has temporarily lessened 
any immediate danger to beef 
and cattle farmers. 

In Saskatchewan, where soil 
erosion had generally been a 
problem, pasture and hay- 
lands range from fair to poor. 

In Manitoba, heavy rains 
last week relieved drought 
conditions allowing seeding 
operations to resume in most 
regions. Pastures are growing 
well and feed supplies are ad¬ 
equate. 

In British Columbia, rain¬ 
fall will be needed in the next 
two weeks although a warm, 
dry spring has allowed seed¬ 
ing to progress well. 

Similar conditions in Que¬ 


bec have delayed the develop¬ 
ment of some crops although 
seeding is well advanced in 
the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince. 

Ontario reports generally 
good conditions for all crops 
with fall-sown wheat and rye 
progressing well. Hay and 
pasture fields are also in good 
condition and some com fields 
are already planted.

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Heist possibly $12 million 


Hunt spreads for couple I IVf ltd SOf* 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — 
Federal agents, police and 
possibly hijackers searched 
the nation's highways and 
roadside- rest stops Thursday 
for a couple believed fleeing 
with millions of dollars in toot 
from the home of a slain gro¬ 
cery heiress. 

Police said the man had 
boasted of a 512 million “in¬ 
heritance,” used 5100 bills to 
light cigarettes for friends in 
a bar. and purchased three 
expensive cars and a travel 
trailer. 

Federal arrest warrants 
named Howard Russell Wil¬ 
lard, 38, and his former wife, 
"Marjorie Louise Pollitt, 48. in 
the murder last week of Mar¬ 
jorie Jackson, 66, and the 
looting of the eccentric wi¬ 
dow’s homd. 

Police recovered more than 
$3 million last Saturday from 
her weed-filled estate and re¬ 
covered $1.6 million and jew- 
ely with the arrest of two 
men and a woman who de¬ 
scribed Willard as the “mas¬ 
termind” of the heist. 

Mrs. Jackson, whose father- 
in-law founded the Standard 
Food chain, distrusted banks 
and had hidden untold mil¬ 
lions in cash at her home. Her 
wealth was once estimated at 
more than $20 million. 

Willard told neighbors he 
and his ex-wife were going to 
Daytona Beach, Fla., police 
said, but there were other 
reports the couple was headed 
for San Diego. Calif., where 
Willard has relatives. 

Officers said the couple left 
Saturday and Monday in sepa¬ 
rate cars — she in a 1872 
silver Oldsmobile with a black 
vinyl roof pulling a 24-foct 
beige Concord travel trailer; 
he in a 3877 silver Olds 98, 
pulling a U-Haul trailer. 

“We are conducting an 
investigation in New Mexico 
at this time,” and FBI 
spokesman said, because Mrs. 
Pollitt was known to have rel¬ 
atives there. 

Investigators were uncer¬ 
tain how much money 
Mins. Jackson kept in her home 
or how much Willard and 
Mrs. Pollit allegedly had 
taken. They said the $12 mil¬ 
lion figure was a possibility. 

“There’s a possibility that 
this lady may have been vic¬ 
timized over a long period of 
time by quite a large number 
of people. Why somebody 


eventually shot her, we don’t 
know,” said Marion County 
Sheriff’s Sgt. Robert Warren. 

Arrested Monday were 
Manuel Lee Robinson, 29, 
charged with murder; John 
A. Williams, 38. accused of 
accesory to murder, and Ro¬ 
binson’s girlfriend. Annie 


Young, 22, charged with 
I possession of stolen property. 

They practically advertised 
themselves to police by buy¬ 
ing luxury cars with $100 bills 
whose serial numbers had 
been recorded before they 
were released in bank with¬ 
drawals to Mrs. Jackson.

Garden Notes 


At one time, currants and 
gooseberries were just about 
the easiest of all the small 
fruits to grow. You bought 
your plants or scrounged some 
slips, bunged them in the 
ground, gat e them lots of old 
manure, and were rewarded 
with all the berries you could 
use. 

Tilings have changed, 
through, and the growing 
of red currants, black cur¬ 
rants. white currants and 
trooseberries isft't * anything 
like as simple is it used to 
be. 

The complicating factor is 
the currant fruit fly, and 
these small iRgects are every¬ 
where now. At one time, 
small worms in the currants 
were an occasional visitation, 
like measles or mumps, and if 
you lost a crop you just wrote 
it off to bad luck and hoped it 
wouldn’t happen again next 
year. 

Nowadays, there isn’t any 
perhaps or maybe about 
wormy currants or gooseber¬ 
ries. Unless you take the 
proper steps to protect your 
crop, you can be quite sure 
every currant and every 
gooseberry will have a small 
worm in it.

Perhaps I am really onto 
something, and not simply 
being paranoid, in my notion 
that our current novelists feel 
amo6t obliged to throw in a 
couple of paragraphs about 
what a terrible place Los An¬ 
geles is. 

As we noted the other day, 
a character named Paula, In 
The Wind Chill Factor, by- 
Thomas Gifford, and the title 
character in Lancelot, by 
Walker Percy, are given lines 
describing Los Angeles as a 
spiritual and cultural desert, 
so bleak and lonely that we 
have to go to orgies just to 
know we’re alive. 

Another fine example of the 
vogue is pointed out by a 
reader, Samuel Glasner, in a 
recent thriller called The Do¬ 
mino Principle, by Adam 
Kennedy. 

Kennedy's philippic against 
our town runs to a page and a 
half and is delivered by a 
young woman named Thelma, 
who had tried to live here 
while her husband was in a 
midwestem prison. 

"I mean Los Angeles must 
have been a nice place once,” 
she tells him after his escape, 
trying to break the news that 
she hadn’t been quite faithful. 
“If it wasn't, all those people 
wouldn’t have flocked out 
there, would they? But now 
... it makes you think it’s a 
place where cars live and the 
people are just there as some 
kind of servants to keep the 
cars alive. 

“It’s hard to breathe there. 


The villain in the plot is a 
small insect about the shape 
of a housefly but smaller and 
yellowish in color. These 
hatch from pupae in the soli, 
take to the air, and spend 
about ten days in the serious 
business of courtship and 
mating, after which Mrs. 
Fruit Fly gets in her dirty 
work on your fruit 

Mama Fruit Fly, now preg¬ 
nant, sharpens up her egg-lay¬ 
ing hypodermic dingus and 
goes looking for a currant or 
gooseberry bush. When she 
finds one. she punctures a 
tiny, just-forming green berry 
and injects one egg deep into 
the heart of the fruit Working 
busily from sunup to dusk, 
she can impregnate hundreds 
of embryo gooseberrits and 
currants without ever going 
back to Papa Fruit Fly to 
pick up another load of eggs. 

These eggs hatch out in 
about a week, and the tiny 
newborn maggot starts imme¬ 
diately to feed upon the .sur¬ 
rounding tissues within the 
berry. He lives there quite 
happily, secure from any 
•prays o r dusts, until the 
berry falls to the ground, 


whereupon he digs himself in 
and pupates until the follow¬ 
ing spring, when the cycle re- 
' peats itself. 

What can we do about it? I 
favor a two-pronged attack, 
carefully timed to do Mrs. 
Fruit Fly and her offspring a 
bit of no good. 

First, I use a soil insec¬ 
ticide, working it into the top 
two inches of soil under the 
bushes where the wormy cur¬ 
rants dropped last year. 
About the safest and least da¬ 
maging to the environment is 
diazinon, either the 5 per cent 
granules or the 1 2M per cent 
liquid emulsion, applied ac¬ 
cording to the directions on 
the label, thoroughly saturat¬ 
ing the soil. Its purpose is to 
kiflthe flies as they emerge 
from the pupae and before 
their biological urge fills 
Mama full of maggot eggs. 
This soil treatment can go on 
any time after the bush leafs 
out the sooner the better. 

This should take care of 
your own home-grown crop of 
currant fruit flies, but it won’t 
help against any which may 
come flying in from your 
neighbor’s garden. To deal 
with these infiltrators, we can 


set up a booby trap on the 
bushes themselves, coating 
the leaves and small green 
fruits with knockout drops so 
when Mrs. Fruit FTy sits 
down to squirt an egg into 
berry, she will pick up enough 
nerve poison on her feet to do 
her in. 

For this spraying, I favor 
methoxyohlor, two table¬ 
spoonfuls per gallon of slight¬ 
ly soapy water, or 12H per 
cent liquid diasdnon at the 
same rate. 

The timing of this spray is 
most important, and it must 
go on toward the end of the 
'blossoming ptfiod. when the 
blossom petals are falling 
freely. This treatment is 
worse than useless if you miss 
the Iwat in your timing, for if 
you spray too soon, while the 
blossoms are open, you'll kill 
off a lot of bees and other 
\-aluabte pollinating insects. If 
too late, the maggot is safely 
inside the developing berry 
where no spray can reach 
him. 

A similar spray should fol¬ 
low ten days after the first 
treatment to catch any 
Johnny-come-1 atalies among 
tht currant fruit files.

When you eat anything that 
tastes good in California, you 
can bet it’s shipped in. 

“It’s all desert, you know. 
Before they put a town there, 
it was desert. And that’s the 
way it still makes you feel. 
Like nothing could grow' there 
or live there. For all the 
fancy buildings and homes' 
and traffic and money and 
people dressed up and whip¬ 
ping around, you get the 
feeling it’« a place to die in, 
that everything and every¬ 
body you see came there to 
die.” 

We have to keep in mind 
that Thelma is trying to work 
up an explanation for why she 


wasn’t faithful in Lot Angeles, 
just as Paula, in The Wind 
Chill Factor, was trying to 
explain why she went to an 
orgy, or did whatever it was 
that made her feel ashamed. 
afterwards and ate away at 
her sanity. 

Well, I was surprised and 
pleased the other day to re¬ 
ceive an amiable letter from 
Gifford, the author of that 
book, And do you know where 
he lives now'? Los Angeles. 

“Let me rush to assure 
you,” he say's, “that all the 
Dantean Inferno jazz about 
Los Angeles was poor, 
doomed little Paula talking — 
not me. The first time I was 
ever here — about two years 
ago to meet with film produc¬ 
ers — I was really smitten by 
the town. They .. . drove me 
ail around the area, watched 
me gape at the rows of tower¬ 
ing palms of Doheny . .. and 
we actually made a deal at 
the Polo Lounge ... where 
they arranged to have me 
paged by toe Phillip Morris 
fellow'. The entire seduction 
took about four hours.

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Rick LaPointe and Brad Maxwell will be relatives In 
three weeks but come next hocky season, they may be fac¬ 
ing each other from opposing bluelines. 

Unless of course. Maxwell, an outstanding defenceman 
with New Westminster Bruins/ joins his future brother-in-law 
with Philadelphia Flyers of the Rational Hockey League. . 

LaPointe. the Esquimau product who spent ‘three full 
seasons with Victoria Cougars of the Western Canada Hockey 
league, is to marry Rhonda Maxwell, Brad’s sister and 
daughter of former Cougar coach Ron Maxwell, here on June 
4 

That’s 10 days before the NHL draft of graduating 
mniors and it’s expected that Brad Maxwell will be snapped 
up early, perhaps in the first three or four selections. Flyers 
have the 17th choice in the first round but deals for draft 
choices afe commonplace. 

Maxwell will be in action tomorrow at Pacific Coliseum 
where the Bruins will attempt to win the Memorial Cup and 
l^aPointe will be in the stands rooting for the WCHL cham¬ 
pions. 

‘Tve got to stick with the Bruins even though they 
knocked the Cougars out of the playoffs again.” LaPointe 
said Friday, less than 48 hours after arriving home from the 
eastern U.S. 

Should Maxwell be taken In the first round of the draft 
he’ll be following LaPointe’s path to the NHL as Rick was the 
fifth player selected in the first round of the 1975 draft. 

Detroit Red Wings made the WCHL’s outstanding defen¬ 
ceman and all-star their first choice and things looked prom¬ 
ising as Rick enjoyed fair success as a rookie (10 goals, 23 
assists in 80 games). However, things soured in the Motor 
City for LaPointe in his second campaign and he was shuffled 
to Kansas City Scouts of the Central Hockey League for three 
weeks and dealt to the Flyers in early February. 

Rick had two goals and LI assists In 49 games with De¬ 
troit and managed a goal and eight assists in 22 starts for the 
Flyers. 

It didn’t take Rick long to become Impressed with the 
Flyer organization and he had an advantage in that Mel 
Bridgman, a Cougar teammate and league scoring champion 
in the 1974-75 season, was in Philadelphia, having been the 
Flyers’ No. 1 selection in the 1975 draft. , 

“I was treated well in Detroit but there are problems 
with that club and not only with the players,” Rick explained. 
The dual coaching setup of general-manager Alex Delvec- 
chio and Billy Dea left much to be desired and there was a 
general lack of organization throughout the club, he believes. 

’’When Alex Delvecchio 
came to me and said he was 
sorry I was traded, I told 
him not to feel bad. I was 
happy to be on my way.” 

Rick feels the Wings will 
be much improved with Ted 
Lindsay as general manager 
and Larry Wilson heading into 
Iris first full season as coat*. 

"Larry Wilson was hired 
from the Philadelphia organi¬ 
zation and I guess he wanted 
some of the guys who played 
for trim in Richmond so the 
trade*was made. Things can 
only cel better for the 
Wings.” 

For the record. LaPointe 
and Mike Korney were dealt 

to the Flyers for journeyman defenceman Terry Murray and 
minor-league forwards Bob Ritchie. Steve Coates and Dave 
Kelly. 

As for life with the Flyers, Rick admits it wasn’t easy ad¬ 
justing to the adulation showered on the players by the rabid 
fans at the Spectrum and elsewhere in Philadelphia. 

"It scared me at times the way people would react, when 
you pulled up at a gas station or went to dinner in a restau¬ 
rant, wanting your autograph or just to talk and shake hands. 
It’s a small price to pay though and it’s far better than in De¬ 
troit, w here all the fans can talk about is how good it was 
when Gordie Howe played for the Wings.” 

As were most hockey fans. Rick was saddened this week 
with the death of Flyer assistant coach Barry Ashbee, who 
had full responsibility for the defencemen. 

"Barry was a great competitor, a dedicated hockey man 
who helped me a great deal w'hen I first came to the team. 
He as respected by the players and management and will be 
a big loss.” 

Rick was teamed with Andre Dupont when he joined the 
Flyers and also saw duty on the penalty-killing team as left¬ 
winger with Flyer captain Bobby Clarke, a move which im¬ 
mediately boosted his self-confidence. 

He’a still somewhat m awe of Fiver-coach Fred Shero. 
who hardly said three words to his young defenceman in two 
months. 

“Coach Shero is different in his approach but he gets thr 
best out of his players. I’ve heard there may be some changes 
made before next season though as we were extremely disap¬ 
pointed losing four straight to Boston in the semi-finals." 

Rick appears set for another season as he has a year 
remaining on his contract plus an option year, and Alan 
Eagleson is still handling his business affairs.

“Mel. Jim Watson and I were the only bachelors on the 
team at the end of the season as they seem to prefer married 
guys.

Trophy , Westfall and Carol Masterton 


BOSTON (CP) — Eddie 
Westfall has given a lot to 
hockey — much more than the 
1181 games he has played in 
the National Hockey League. 

Friday, the NHL writers 
formally recognized him with 
the 1977 Masterton Memorial 
Trophy award as the player 
who best exemplifies the qua¬ 
lities of perseverance, sports¬ 
manship and dedication to 
hockey. 

“It’s now got to the point 
where just accepting the pay 
cheque for playing hockey is 
not enough,” Westfall said in 
an interview. 

The 36-year-old veteran 
centre of New York Islanders 
received the trophy from 
Carol Masterton, widow of 
Bill Masterton, who died from 
an injury on Jan. 15, 1968. 
Masterton, in whose honor the 
trophy is named, was a 
member of Minnesota North 
Stars. 

The trophy is presented an¬ 
nually by the Professional 
Hockey \Yriters’ Association, 
and with it goes, a $1,000 cash 
award. 

"Anytime an athlete has 


this honor bestowed on hirxj, 
it’s very special, especially in 
my position,” Westfall said. 

”My contributions to the 
game are not much in a 40- or 
50-goal season, but in other 
ways, and this honor is recog¬ 
nizing some of the things that 
probably aren’t really written 
about or talked about.” 

Deep inside, he said, 
“there’s a great elation.” 

His wife and four children 
were at the Stanley Cup lun¬ 
cheon when he told hundreds 
of guests: “Outside of that 
other cup, I can’t think of 
anything greater happening to 
me.” 

That other cup. of course, is 
the Stanley Cup, and Eddie 
had his name inscribed on it 
twice when he w'as a member 
of the 1969-70 and 1971-72 Bos¬ 
ton Bruins’ champion teams. 

Westfall was drafted by the 
expansion Islanders in 1972 
after 11 seasons with the 
Bruins. 

Never a prolific goal-scorer, 
he hit career highs of 25 goals 
in a season twice. But he still 
is considered one of the best 
penalty killers in the league.

The Masterton Trophy 
offers some recognition of 
what players do in the dress¬ 
ing room, on the streets, and 
on the ice, Westfall said. All 
this is necessary to the game. 

"It’s something that has to 
be and we al] have to take a 
deep interest, especially now 
when things aren’t going as 
well in the National Hockey 
League as they used to. So it’s 


imjKjrtant that we all pull to¬ 
gether and make it a little 
better.” 

”1 think there’s a little 
more that we can all do be¬ 
cause we are in a position 
where our league needs help. 
I think it has to come from 
within, and within is the 
owners, tlie general manag¬ 
ers, the coaches and the 
players in particular. And I 
think it’s something we all 
have to work a little harder 
at.”

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Kuhn backs Feeney ruling 
Turner can’t manage club 


NEW YORK (AP) — Base¬ 
ball commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn said Friday he supports 
National League president 
Chub Feeney’s refusal to 
allow Atlanta Braves owner 
Ted Turner to act as manager 
of his ball club. 

After at least two telephone 
conversations with Turner, 
Kuhn issued a statement 
backing Feeney's decision 
based on a rule which prohib¬ 
its either manager or players 
of a club tram holding stock 
or ownership in their teams. 

‘T have been asked by the 
Braves to review yesterday's 
decision of president Feeney 
regarding Ted Turner,” Kuhn 
said. “I'm satisifed that Mr. 
Feeney's disapproval of the 
Turner c o a c h ’ a contract 
should stand. Given Mr., 
Turner’s lack of familiarity 
with game operations, I do 
not think it is. in the best in¬ 
terest of baseball to serve in 
the requested capacity.” 

Turner had taken over his 
team in Pittsburgh on 
Wednesday night, sending 
manager Dave Bristol on a 
10-day leave. The Braves lost 
that game 2-1 — their 17th 
consecutive defeat. On Thurs¬ 
day, Feeney barred Turner 
from managing and the team 
broke its losing streak, defeat¬ 
ing the Pirates, 6-1. 

A chagrined Turner said 
shortly before the Braves met 
St. Louis Cardinals in Atlanta 
Friday night that he was sur¬ 
prised and disappointed in 
Kuhn’s decision but indicated 
he would not fight it, at least 
not immediately. 

“One suit at a time,” said 
Turner, who has appealed to 
federal court his suspension 
by Kuhn for “tampering” 
with San Francisco Giants 
outfielder Gary Matthews 
prior to last fall’s free agent 
draft. 

“If you lose a million and a 
half dollars a year, you 
should be able to do what you 
want with a ball club,” 
Turner said. 

“Am I crazy? Am I the only 
sane man or am I the only 
nut?” the controversial owner 
asked reporters. 

Commenting on Kuhn’s 
mention of his “lack of famil¬ 
iarity with game operations,” 
Turner said, ‘.‘How am I going 
to get the experience I need? 

“I’ve got a lot of players 
out there who don’t have tons 
of experience either,” he said, 
referring to the Braves’ 


makeshift lineup the past few 
wrecks after a number of 
starting players were injured. 
Kuhn’s decision leaves Vem 


Benson as acting manager for 
the Braves, and Turner said 
he didn’t know when, or if, 
Bristol would rejoin the team. 


"I have to think, about it,” 
Turner said. “This is a great 
blow' and r need a night to 
sleep on Jt.” 


Feeney upholds Mets ’ protest 


NEW YORK (AP) — Na- 
tional League president Chub 
Feeney upheld the protest of 
New York Mets on Friday 
and ruled that a game against 
San Francisco called by rain 
after six innings last Sunday 
— with the Mets apparently 
the losers — should instead 
have been suspended. 


New York was trailing 10-0 
in the top of the seventh in 
the second game of a double- 
header last Sunday when the 
umpires called the game. The 
Mets protested, claiming the 
field was unplayable for some 
time before the game became 
official and was called. 


Feeney upheld the protest, 
ruling the umpires should 
have waited the required 30 
minutes before calling the 
game. He ordered the game 
suspended and said it would 
be resumed prior to the regu¬ 
larly scheduled game in San 
Francisco July 26.

Coleman and Bates said 
Huth struck Coleman, but 
Huth denied tills and said he 


was pushed, shoved, punched 
and choked into uncon¬ 
sciousness, awaking ip a city 
police cell. 

Medical testimony showed 
Huth suffered bruises and 
abrasions and injuries “con¬ 
sistent with heavy blows and 
severe choking pressure 
around the neck.”

A $40 windfall 

Municipalities offer mill rate cutback , but Oak Bay lugs 


By HUBERT BEYER 


Homeowners In Victoria. 
Esqutmalt and most of Saan¬ 
ich will pay about $40 less 
property tax this year, com¬ 
pared with last year. 

The savings behind the 
Tweed Curtain aren’t quite as 
great Oak Bay property 
owners can expect their tax 
bills to be lowered by about 
$25. 

Comptrollers In all four mu¬ 
nicipalities stress that these 
are ballpark figures. They are 
based on average homes in 
the various municipalities. 

The tax savings may be 
smaller or greater, depending 
on what value assessment 
was assigned to a particular 


home. These notices were 
mailed out earlier this year. 

In all four municipalities, 
councils were able to lower 
the mill rates substantially. 
This was possible mostly be¬ 
cause the Greater Victoria 
school board decreased its 
levy by'about nine mills. 

Here are comparative fig¬ 
ures of budgets and mill rates 
in the various municipalities, 
compared with last year’s 
corresponding figures in 
brackets: 

Victoria’s total budget is 
$43,040,000 ($39,987,000). The 
total mill rate, including 
school, hospital and regional 
board levies, is 98.874 mills 
(106,145 mills). 

The anticipated tax saving 
for “an average house in 
Fairfield” with a market 


value of $60,000 to $65,000 is 
$40. 

In Saanich, the budget this 
year is $3 3,977.000 
• $32,833,000). The municipal¬ 
ity has two mill rates, de¬ 
pending on what school dis¬ 
trict people live in. 

The mill rate in School Dis¬ 
trict 61, affecting about 80 per 
cent of Saanich residents, has 
been set at 103.274 mills 
(112,213). The mill rate for 
those living in School District 
63, roughly north of Royal 
Oak, is 105.451 (103.893). 

Those residing in School 
District 61 boundaries can ex¬ 
pect a tax reduction of about 
$45. Those living in School 
District 63 will have a slight 
increase in taxes. 

Municipal officials pointed 
out that the 20 per cent of the 


municipality’s residents who 
will have their taxes in¬ 
creased marginally, should 
remember that-they weren’t 
affected by last year’s astro¬ 
nomical increase in the levy 
imposed by the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school board. 

In Oak Bay, taxpayers will 
have to finance a budget of 
$9,955,717 f$9,503,567). The 

mill rate has been set at 
115.414 (117.993). 

The tax saving to the 
average homeowner is expect¬ 
ed to be about $25. 

Esquimau has a total bud¬ 
get of $7,126,826 ($6,933,138). 
The mill rate is 102.104 mills 
(108.045). 

Tax cuts in Esquimau are 
expected to be about $40 to 
the "average homeowner.” 


Taxes: What those Joneses pay 


Until the provincial government’s legislation requiring 
assessment of property to be at market value conies into effect. 
likely next year, oomparing assessments between municipalities 
is like comparing apples and oranges. 

Each municipality adopted its own assessment policies years 
ago, and a series of provincial freezes on assessments has since 
increased inequities between both individual homeowners and 
homeowners with identical homes in neighboring municipalities. 

But for the sake of demonstrating how the municipal mill 
rates differ, the Colonist has assigned an arbitrary assessed 
value of $7,000 to a home in five cases discussed in the accom¬ 
panying story $3,000 for land and $4,000 for improvements. 


To figure your own tax bill (excluding local Improvement 
charges for such things as roads and sewers), takes the total 
assessment for land and buildings, divide by 1,000 and multiply 
by the mill rate in your municipality.

Cashman made his com¬ 
ments after granting Huth an 
absolute discharge on the 
jury’s conviction for danger¬ 
ous driving. 

A n absolute discharge 
means it is deemed not to be 
a conviction under the Crimi¬ 
nal Code. 

Huth had been accused of 
criminal negligence in the 
operation of his car, but the 
jury reduced this to the lesser 
included offence of dangerous 
driving. 

Cashman, however, disa¬ 
greed with the jury’s verdict 
on the driving charge. 

He said the jury faced two 
conflicting accounts, one from 
the police and the other from 
Huth and two friends, on both 
the criminal negligence alle¬ 
gation and the assault allega¬ 
tion. 

Cashman said he couldn't 
reconcile the two verdicts of 
the jury. 

“Regrettably, I can’t find 
the jury verdict appropriate,” 
he said of the dangerous driv¬ 
ing conviction. 

He added that this was the 
first time he tas had occasion 
to openly disagree with a 
jury. 

Then he said that H was 
“appropriate” to direct that 
Huth be given an absolute dis¬ 
charge. 

Huth was represented in 
court by Dermod Owen-Flood. 

Victoria Police Chief Jack 
Gregory Friday said there 
would be no departmental in¬ 
quiry into the actions of Cole¬ 
man and Bates. 

Gregory fold a questioner: 
“I think you’re losing sight of 
the fact it was Huth. not our 
men, who were on trial.” 

As to the testimony that his 
men beat Huth and the doc¬ 
tor’s evidence of neck bruises.

to Camosun 


Camosun College is still the 
“illegitimate child’’ of the 
provincial government and 
school board, according to 
college council chairman 
Janet Baird. 

Commenting on the results 
of a meeting Tuesday between 
Camosun representatives and 
Deputy Education Minister 
Walter Hardwick, Mrs. Baird 
said Thursday the college did 
not get the answers it wanted 
from the province. 

The college needs $495,000 
to bring its facilities at Lans- 
downe up to the level recom¬ 
mended by the fire marshal, 
and an additional $180,000 to 
bring the Mount View 
campus, which it hopes to 
lease from the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school board, up to par. 

In addition, the college has 
proposed an $11 million build¬ 
ing program to provide new 
facilities at its Lansdowne 
and Jnterurban campilses, 


and to get the college out of 
mosun will have more In- 
isolated .rental facilities scat¬ 
tered all over the city. 

But the news from the edu¬ 
cation ministry was “wait 
until the Colleges Act,” .Mrs. 
Baird said. 

Under existing legislation, 
the school board is supposed 
to provide the college with 
buildings, and if the school 
board cannot then the college 
must lease buildings. 

Both Lansdowne and Mount 
View are currently leased, the 
first from the University of 
Victoria and the- second from 
the school board, and the de¬ 
partment is nqt willing to sink 
capital funds into someone 
olse’s building, Mrs. Baird 
said. 

The long-delayed College 
Act will be introduced w-hen 
the Legislature resumes. 
After it has been enacted, Car 
mosun will be able to borrow

funds on its own and will have 
more independence in manag¬ 
ing its financial affairs, the ed¬ 
ucation ministry promised the 
Camosun representatives.

The architects were invited 
to discuss the matter with the 
panel but declined and took 
out a building permit instead. 

Williams said the design 
panel acted within its terms 
of reference in rejecting the 
design. 

Williams said he was sorry 
to see David Warner resign 
from the design panel.

The Victoria Symphony 
Orchestra board will begin 
advertising immediately for a 
replacement for conductor 
Laszlo Gati who “amicably” 
gave a year's* notice Friday 
following his tenth season 
with the orchestra. 

Gati’s resignation from the 
post, which according to one 
board member annually pays 
“in the low 30s,’’ will take ef¬ 
fect June 30, 1978. Gati ten¬ 
dered his resignation one year 
in advance as required under 
his contract, to “. . . explore 
other opportunities.’’ 

Both Gati and symphony 
board president John Di Cas¬ 
tri in separate interviews Fri¬ 
day denied suggestions that 
the musical director was pres¬ 
sured into’ stepping down by 
the board because of friction 
with the orchestra earlier in 
the year and conflict with the 
board several seasons back. 
Both referred to the parting 
as amiable. 

Di Castri told the Colonist 
that he learned of Gati’s deci¬ 
sion at an executive meeting 
Tuesday. Di Castri said he 
was surprised by Gati’s resig¬ 
nation and tried to talk him 
out of it. 

Neither Di Castri nor Gati 
indicated that the decision 
was reversible. 

“At the moment, no one has 
asked me to stay — this is re¬ 
ally down the line, I couldn’t 
tell you,” said Gati when 
asked if he would reconsider 
his resignation. 

Di Castri lauded Gati’s suc¬ 
cess in raising the orchestra’s 
standard over the last 10 
years and particularly “rais¬ 
ing the level of music appreci¬ 
ation in the community .” 

“That’s a substantial con¬ 
tribution,” added Di Castri. 

Gati said he wasn’t happy 
about leaving and compared 
his departure to a parent 
leaving its baby after 10 
years. 

“I’ve an excellent rapport 
with*many thousands (the au¬ 
dience) and I regret leaving.’’ 
said Gati who made the deci¬ 
sion “quite a few weeks ago’’. 


Gad's resignation to the 
board read in part: 

”... 1 feel that the time has 
come to hand over the baton 
to a different conductor who 
hopefully will lead the orches¬ 
tra to further heights and per¬ 
haps different directions.” 

“For my own personal dev¬ 
elopment I feel I should ex¬ 
plore other opportunities pre¬ 
sented to me at this stage of 
my life and career,” said 
Gati. 51. 

Gati said he had “various 
things” in the offing but first 
had to decide whether to stay 
in the symphony field or “uni¬ 
versity' related activities (not 
locally).” 

Gati said his successor 
should be someone with the 
ability to take the orchestra 
‘'further up” and at the same 
time have the ability to sell 
this improvement to the 
board, the society and the 
various funding agencies. 
Gati said the new conductor 
should also be willing to de- 
velon the orchestra as a tour¬ 
ing body.

Empty shelves legacy of politics and intransigence

The View Royal library Is 
on the verge of closing — a 
victim of local politics and 
Greater Victoria School Board 
intransigence. 

All that remains of the li¬ 
brary, started with high hopes 
as a 1971 centennial project, 
are row’s of empty shelves 
and a few paperback books. 

Soon the shelves will also be 
taken away, and the library 
will have to close, or be con¬ 
verted into a reading centre. 

“I think this is one of the 
saddest sights I’v e ever seen. 


I’m finding it hard to accept, 
or even really believe,” said 
Joy Trail, chairman of the 
View Royal library Board. 

The local politics have pro¬ 
duced a 100-name petition op¬ 
posing the locally-elected 
View Royal Library Board 
and its proposed course, al¬ 
though some of those who 
signed[ the petition have also 
written to the board in sup¬ 
port of it. 

The school board effectively 
killed the library when it re¬ 
fused to be the financing vehi¬ 
cle far the five-year-old li¬ 


brary. without a local referen¬ 
dum first. 

As an unorganized area. 
View Royal cannot apply di¬ 
rectly to the Vancouver Island 
Regional Library system for 
membership. It has to have 
the school board apply on its 
behalf. 

The school board has re¬ 
fused to do that, questioning 
the legality of the process 
which has already been used 
by 18 other school districts in 
the province. 

Closure of the library was 
precipitated by the phasing- 
out of the travelling library 
service of the library develop¬ 


ment commission, and the re¬ 
moval of 2.000 books from 
View Royal shelves. 

“I don’t think there is any 
way we can fight the bureau¬ 
cracy lined up against us 
right now.” said Mrs. Trail. 

It will mean an end to five 
years of intensive voluntary 
effort, during which library 
volunteers built it up until the 
membership numbered more 
than 300. 

Circulation was in excess of 
500 books a month. 

In addition, the volunteers 
operated a free community in¬ 
formation service, taking over 
last year from a similar ser¬ 


vice which was refused gov¬ 
ernment funding. 

The school board, in turning 
down the View Royal request 
for help in entering the re- 
g i o n a 1 library system, 
suggested a fall referendum 
to determine local feeling on 
the proposal, which would add 
about $14 a year to tax bills. 

“We don’t have the authori¬ 
ty to hold a referendum.” 
said Mrs. Trail. “There is 
nothing we can do.” 

She pointed out that a will¬ 
ed vertised meeting a year 
ago brought a 74-4 vote in 
favor of joining the regional 
library. 


Residents considered at that 
time the possibility of joining 
the Victoria library system, 
but the annual cost would 
have amounted to about $40 
per household, and the pro¬ 
posal w’as turned down. 

“I think we have gone as 
far as we can in getting local 
opinions,” said Mrs. Trail. 
“The meeting was very well 
advertised, and at such times 
you can expect to have the op¬ 
position there. I was particu¬ 
larly moved by the way resi¬ 
dents — and especially elder¬ 
ly citizens who don't normal¬ 
ly go out at night* — rallied 


around to support the li¬ 
brary.” 

Older people in particular 
would miss the handy service, 
she said, because it was dif¬ 
ficult for them to get into 
town to the Victoria library. 

Mrs. Trail noted- that after 
the petition opposing the re¬ 
gional library’ concept had 
been circulated, the View 
Royal Ratepayers’ Associa¬ 
tion voted 56 tq 10 against tak¬ 
ing the matter any further. 

“But I noticed that all the 
school board members had 
copies of that petition when I 
addressed them Monday — I 


have to wonder where they 
came from.” 

The library w*as started 
with a $7,300' federal-provin¬ 
cial grant, and $5,300 in local 
money. Other grants from se¬ 
nior governments have ena¬ 
bled it lo continue. 

“It seems incongruous to 
me that after such a large ex¬ 
penditure of money, and all 
the volunteer efforts this com¬ 
munity docs not wish to con¬ 
tinue this library.” she said. 

“This is the saddest thing I 
have ever been involved 
with.”

Integration of the disabled 
into the community was as 
much a psychological and so¬ 
cial task as it was a therapeu¬ 
tic one. Bate said. 

"Tackling the problem of 
.just one person is not enough. 
We have to inform society as 
a whole, sc that they too can 
understand the problem.” 

For some disabled people, 
the real ban Heap was depen¬ 
dence. Bate said. Others ex¬ 
ploited their dependence, 
which worked against 
successful integration and in¬ 
dependence 

The centre would provide a 
full spectrum of recreational 
and rehabilitative services for 
the handicapped, and yould 
be the focus for rehabilitation 
[nocrams tailored to fit the 
needs or desires of individu¬ 
als. Bate said. 

Bate, connected with a siml 
lar program in Edmonton be¬ 
fore moving to Saanich late 
last year, said the centre 
would be unusual — perhaps 
the most unsuual on the North 
American continent. 

"We’re not selling bricks 
and mortar, we’re selling a 
service.” he said. "Most reha¬ 
bilitation programs are run on 
what I call the herd concept. 

"If people can’t fit into a 
program they're normally 
told. ‘Sorry, you can go home 
and watch the boob tube ’ 
Nolhing has been done about 
those people except in a 
Band-aid way. We will take 
people who do not fit into 
| existing programs and pro¬ 
gram them on a one-to-one 
basis." 

The centre, eight years in 
the planning, has been sur-

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Soap operas and game shows 
still are the most profitable 
daytime television programs 
and networks are hesitant to 
tamper with a winner.

Tlie audience, of which 85 to 
90 per cent are women, does 
not like changes and attempts 
at innovation have produced 
only temporary successes.

The executives say that be¬

Potted herbs 
require room 

VANCOUVER (CP) — Pot¬ 
ted herbs on a windowsill in 
the kitchen may be the finish¬ 
ing touch in a decorator's 
dream. 

But the w'armth of the 
house may be enough to finish 
the plants. 

Colin Durham, seed buyer 
at Buckerfield’s. say* it’s fine 
to start herbs from seed in¬ 
doors. 

"But once they start to 
grow, they need room and 
must be transplanted to a 
larger box in a cool and well- 
lit part of the house such as a 
basement or garage, or di¬ 
rectly outside if the soil is 
warm enough." 

Durham said the best place 
for herbs is in an allocated 
spot in the garden. 

"Herbs grow vying for nu¬ 
trients from that little bit of 
soil in a pot and they can’t 
get lifesustaining food in such 
a confinfed area. 

"Once they have reached 
maturity outside, you can 
bring in a single plant in a pot 
on the windowsill, but it still 
takes care."

Misunderstanding 
curbs art talents 


HALIFAX (CP) — Jean 
Mary Morman says the artis¬ 
tic and imaginative faculties 
of youngsters are being stifled 
and remain undeveloped, a 
situation she believes is the 
root failure of the contem¬ 
porary school system. 

Misunderstanding of what 
art is, and what it does, said 
the Chicago art educationist 
and author, has prevented its 
full incorporation into the 
school curriculum on a par 
with the sciences and English. 

S h • said experimental 
schools have discovered that 
art is the key to stimulating 
intellectual curiosity and the 
learning skills of reading and 
writing. 

During’ a recent visit here, 
Miss Morman recounted the 
efforts of an Oakland,' Calif., 
private school which used art 
as the foundation for teaching 
all academic subjects, and a 
New York school that found 
artistic projects improved 
children’s vocabularies, read¬ 
ing skills and intellectual in¬ 
terests. 

"Medical science has pro* 
duced support for an in¬ 
creased emphasis on art in 
the school room," she said. 


"Insufficient recognition of 
art by educators, parents and 
even students, has been one of 
the ruins erf the present edu¬ 
cation system." 

Miss Morman said too 
many people regard art as a 
frivolity and only of use to the 
gifted drawer and painter. 
Her concept is more univer¬ 
sal. 

Essentially, she said, art is 
the power to invent new ideas 
and only secondarily to give 
expression to them in conven¬ 
tional art forms.

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Minister rejects plea to ease doctors’ bills

Doctors want patients to 
pay for more of their medical 
coats to deter .them from 
making unnecessary visits 
which drive up the cost of 
health care, but Health Min¬ 
ister Robert McClelland says 
no such plan is in the works. 

At the B.C. Medical Associ¬ 
ation convention in Victoria 
on Thursday, Victoria physi¬ 
cian Dr. Peter Banks said 
• reimbursement is the way 
to pay for medical services.” 

Reimbursement, where the 
patient pays for his services 
and then submits a claim to 
the medical plan, is included 
in the government's new 
pharmacare plan. Banks 
noted. 

On Friday. McClelland 


called on the public to take 
greater responsibility for its 
own health. 

“It is past time we ac¬ 
cept the responsibility we owe 
ourselves to maintain a high 
standard of health through 
our life style.” 

"If people are educated to 
believe that they are fun¬ 
damentally fragile . . . always 
dependent on preventive med¬ 
icine, there is no limit to the 
number of doctors and hospi¬ 
tals we need to meet the de¬ 
mand.” 

lie called on doctors to play 
a front-line role in improving 
personal health, “ljow many 
of you allow smoking in your 
waiting rooms? How many of 
you are still smoking your¬ 
selves?” 


Doctors should make an ef¬ 
fort to educate their ygung 
patients with good health hab¬ 
its, “to make sure that in 
their mature years they will 
not be plagued by health 
breakdown.” 

But doctors seemed uncon- 
v i n c e d that government 
health policies were encourag¬ 
ing personal responsibility. 

Said Dr. John O’Brien-Bell 
of Surrey: "If the government 
says this is a free service, use 
it whenever you want.” people 
are going to do that, and we 
get an increasing number of 
irivial cases.” 

“The problem is at the front 
of the system." he said. 
"Unless we can get them to 
stop and think before they 


come into the office, costs will 
continue to rise.” 

When McClelland said. "I 
think we’ve come to the end of 
our rope as to what we can 
teach people and the physi¬ 
cian has to be a vital "part of 
the education program,” 
O’Brien-Bell . replied "you 
have to come up with the 
answer.” 

- Once a patient haR 
come through the door, the 
doctor has a responsibility to 
see him. regardless of how 
trivial the complaint, he said. 

, "Should I send Johnny out 
the door without examining 
him because he only has a 
runny nose"” 

"Perhaps the government 
should look at a deductible 


system like it has for phar- 
macare.” O'Brien-Bell said, 
to loud applause from the 
other doctors in the audience. 

But McClelland rejected the 
suggestion. 


We are not convinced that it 
would have the results you 
think it will. The idea that the 


doctor has no res[>onsibility is 
a copout," he said. 

McClelland said later that 


the medical plan Was "much 
different in philosophy and 
concept than pharmacare.” 


"The government rejects j 
the position that a deterrent ! 
or deductible portion should j 
be part of the medical plan.

B.C. to survey 
aids to children 


The provincial government 
has launched an inventory of 
all facilities and programs 
available to children with spe¬ 
cial needs. 

Attorney-General Garde 
Gardom said Friday he ex¬ 
pected ministry officials to re¬ 
port back to him by July 1. 

“One of the moat difficult 
and challenging questions that 
a aociety faces is how to cope 
with children with serious 
emotional problems.” Gar- 
dom said. 

“We, as government, the 
representatives of society, 
come into contact with these 
children in many ways, in our 
schools and mental health 
programs, as wards of the 
court or as .juvenile delin¬ 
quents. In most cases, all of 
societys remedies are ex¬ 
hausted; traditional methods 
have not worked and Individ¬ 
ual ministries are unable to 
provide the full range of ser¬ 
vices required by the child.” 

Gardom said he believed 


the needs of emotionally dis-. 
turbed children had been neg¬ 
lected for many years. 

“Certain psychiatric wards 
in general hospitals in B.C. 
contain some of the resources 
to deal with specific needs.” 
he said. “However, this ser¬ 
vice is oriented to diagnostic 
and short-term treatment 
Clearly these are insuf¬ 
ficient.” 

Gardom said the stock tak¬ 
ing would not interfere with 
the government’s intention to 
proceed with a “youth con¬ 
tainment and alternative dis¬ 
position program. However, 
our present concern lies in the 
area of services for those chil¬ 
dren who are not considered 
delinquent but who do require 
special programs or facilities 
to meet their special needs.” 

The “stock taking” team 
Hill consist of deputy min¬ 
isters from health, human re¬ 
sources, eduoation and the 
ministry of the attorney- 
general. 


Recording device 
leads to acquittal 


A 24-vear-old Victoria man 
was acquitted in county court 
Friday of two perjury charges 
because an earlier court used 
unauthorized sound recording 
equipment to provide the 
transcript and because the 
transcript wasn’t signed by 
the earlier judge. 

But Judge Leslie Cashmah. 
noting the prosecution relied 
on the earlier transcript for 
its case, said he had “no hesi¬ 
tation” in saying that if the 
transcript was acceptable evi¬ 
dence, there was “no doubt in 
my mind” that Peter Allan 
Marsh committed at least one 
of the two alleged perjuries. 

Cashman said the question 
before him was: Is the evi¬ 
dence from the earlier court 
properly testified to according 
to law. 

He said Marsh's testimony 
el. a provincial court trial on a 
dangerous driving charge ion 
which he was acquitted! was 


recorded by sound scriber 5 
116 CT. While sound scriber S 
116 C was authorized for this 
purpose in regulations under 
the B.C. Evidence Act, S 116 
CT wasn’t. 

Cashman concluded that 
“with reluctance I acquit the 
accused on both counts be¬ 
cause the transcript has not 
been properly proved.” 

Marsh was accused of com¬ 
mitting perjury by testifying 
at the dangerous-driving trial 
in provincial court May 5, 
1976, that he was not at any 
time driving north on Patricia 
Bay highway on the morning 
of Feb. 7, 1976. and that he 
had taken the first ferry from 
Tsawwassen to Swartz Bay. 
County court was told he was 
stopped by police on Pat Bay 
Highway at 7 a m. 

Marsh was represented In 
court by Bruce McConnan. 

Court sources said later th<* 
decision was not expected to 
have wide application. 


Police officers’

Sgt. William Chisholm, 
completed 25 years of service 
in January of this year, re¬ 
ceived his award for a 
quarter century of police 
work.

Chief Eric Avison. 

McLean completed his 20 
years in October of last year 
having served in the RCMP 
from 1951 to 1957 before join¬ 
ing Saanich on June ,17.

Hernblad will reach the 
20-year plateau this October. 
He started in 1955 in the Re¬ 
gina police force and joined 
the Saanich force on Feb. 15,

Dawn of new day 
illustrates vision 


The dawn of a new day In 
the countryside illustrates a 
simple but basic fact about 
vision, Christian Science lec¬

The archivist is setting up a 
workshop for people interest¬ 
ed in learning how to care for 
church records. It will be held 
in the fall and will deal with 
all aspects or archives. 

Generally speaking, there 
are three requirements in 
keeping archives, he said. Se¬ 
curity against theft, fire and 
water are of prime impor¬ 
tance; trained people are 
needed for handling and cata¬ 
loguing, and continuity of the 
program is a must if the 
records are to be made avail¬ 
able to those needing to use 
them. 

He’s taking his honorary job 
very seriously. “You have to 
know how the church operates 
in order to keep valid 
records.” he said. “So now 
I’m a member of St. George’s 
parish council." 

He’s finding out what the 
Anglican diocese has in the 
way of archives. He’s getting 
them organized and eventual¬ 
ly they will be made avail¬ 
able. He’s sending out letters 
to editors of all Vancouver 
Island and Gulf Island news¬ 
papers in search of Columbia 
Coast Mission records that 
may be tucked away in per¬ 
sonal effects. 

*Tm also interested In ser¬ 
mons,” he said. “They reflect 
the social attitudes of the day 
and tell a lot about the times 
and the congregations.” 

He’s also looking for regis¬ 
ters of marriages, baptisms, 
confirmations and burials. He 
has the first two minute books 
of the Victoria rural deanery 
dated about 1899. "Where are 
the rest?” he asked. “We 
don’t know." 

Haworth believes there 
must be many budding an¬ 
thropologists, sociologists,

programs going for their 
churches could be a learning 
experience for them and a 
valuable asset for their con¬ 
gregations.

The one reference to the 
boyhood and adolescence of 
Jesus in the Gospels is found 
at the end of the second 
chapter of Luke’s Gospel, and 
in it is this statement: “As 
Jesus grew up he advanced in 
wisdom.’* (New English 
Bible.) 

Advancing in wisdom. Wis¬ 
dom is not something that one 
achieves in a final form at a 
particular point in one’s life; 
advancing in wisdom ought to 
be a lifelong process. 

Wisdom has many depths 
and dimensions, and it is not 
simply a matter of in¬ 
telligence or cleverness. You 
can have an IQ so large that 
it almost buckles your knees, 
and yet not come to wisdom. 
Wisdom, real wisdom, often 
comes to persons of quite or¬ 
dinary intelligence. .Wisdom is 
not so much a matter of your 
intelligence as a matter of 
what you do with your in¬ 
telligence. 

Teachableness is as signifi¬ 
cant as intelligence in the at¬ 
tainment of wisdom; when 
you stop being teachable, you 
stop advancing in wisdom, 
whatever your age is. And 
teachableness is not simply a 
capacity to take formal in¬ 
struction and to pass exami¬ 
nations — although that is not 
to be despised in the quest for 
wisdom. A. N. Whitehead, one 
of the great philosophers of 
this century, in his book. The 
Aims of Education, said this: 
“A merely well-informed man 
is the most useless bore on 
God’s earth." 

Then he added: 

“Now wisdom is the way in 
which knowledge is held. It 
concerns the handling of 
knowledge, its selection for 
the determination of relevant 
issues, its employment to add 
value to our immediate expe¬ 
rience.” 

Your wisdom is shown in 
the ways in which you carry 
and handle and use your 
knowledge. Stephen Leacock 
said. “An education, when it 
is all written out on foolscap, 
covers nearly ten sheets.” 
That quip makes a valid 
point* Much of the real value 
of your education is found in 
what remains after you have 
forgotten most of what you 
deliberately set out to learn. 

Your experiences as you go 
through life how you re¬ 
spond to them, what you learn 
from them — have very much 
to do with your advancing in 
wisdom. Of basic significance 
here is the way if which you 
bring your knowledge and 
your intelligence to bear on 
your relations with other per¬ 
sons. 

A key to authentic wisdom is 
that oid-fashioned virtue, hu¬ 
mility. And I do not mean the 
kind of humility that grovels in

Boyle told re¬ 
porters he will rethink the job 
offer and that Danson had 
promised to investigate the al¬ 
leged misunderstanding. 

Boyle would not say why or 
by whom he had been asked 
to step down as the naval 
chief a year before he was 
due to retire. 

He said he was ceratin his 
controversial nature — he has 
criticized government defence 


Grits, NDP attack pharmacare

The Economic Survey, a re¬ 
liable oil journal, quoted 
OPEC sources as saying the 
decision would be announced 
formally May 20. 

The decision would be a vic¬ 
tory for Saudi Arabia, the 
world’s largest exporter and a 
major source of U.S. supplies. 

Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates refused to go 
along with a two-stage, 15-per¬ 
cent oil price increase agreed 
on by the other 11 OPEC 
members in a meeting last 
December in Doha, Qatar. 

The 11-member majority in¬ 
itiated a 10-per-cent increase 
Jan. 1 from the then $11.51 a 
barrel and had scheduled a 
turther five-per-cent raise for 
July 1. Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates settled 
for a five-per-cent boost for 
the whole year. 

Without the second-stage In¬ 
crease, the market price for 
crude from the 11 member 
countries will remain at $12.70 
a barrel Instead of rising to 
$13.30. They produce about 20 
million barrels a day. 

A spokesman for Mobil oil 
Corp. said “if the report in 
(the survey ) is accurate, it is 
certainly good news for co- 
sumers around the world.” 

The 11 higher-price ad¬ 
vocates apparently abandoned 
their second increase in the 
face of mounting Saudi oil

A new brochure on the 
dangers of smoking is so 
successful that four provincial 
cabinet ministers have 
dropped the weed, and have a 
$300 interest each in keeping 
their lungs unpolluted, Health 
Minister Robert McClelland 
said Friday. 

McClelland couldn’t re¬ 
member all the names, but 
said Recreation and Conser¬ 
vation Minister Sam Bawlf, 
Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams and two other ministers 
are involved in a four-way 
wager to see who can quit 
smoking. 

Each minister has given 
McClelland a cheque for $300, 
which will be cashed and 
given to the others in the 
wager if he starts smoking 
again. So far, none has backs¬ 
lid, McClelland told the B.C. 
Medical Association. 

The wager was made' after 
McClelland distributed a 
booklet called Cigarettes and 
your Health, to his cabinet 
colleagues. 

The booklet outlines the 
hazards of smoking and 
makes suggestion for a diet 
and exercise which will help 
the smoker kick his habit. 

It. has been enthusiastically 
received by almost everyone, 
and the State of New' York 
has asked per permission to 
reprint it, McClelland said. 

He olfered copes of the 

booklet to put in their waiting 
rooms. 




Giant accused of failing 
to ivarn of steering fault 


OTTAWA (CP) - The Ford 
Motor Co. of Canada was or¬ 
dered Friday to stand trial on 
a charge that it failed to no¬ 
tify owners of 1971-73 full- 
sized Fords of a possible de¬ 
fect in the steering assembly 
that might affect safe opera¬ 
tion of the vehicle. 

The order was made by pro¬ 
vincial court judge Robert 
Hutton at the end of a five- 
day preliminary hearing on 
the charge, laid under the fed¬ 
eral Motor Vehicle Safety Act. 

Hutton, after hearing testi¬ 
mony from more than 20 
witnesses, said it was clear 
there was enough evidence to 
order the trial. 

The judge earlier this week 
ordered a ban on publication 
of evidence presented during 
the hearing at the request of 
Ford counsel. F. Howard. 

The Criminal Code permits 
an order banning publication 


of evidence in order not to 
prejudice chances of an ac¬ 
cused getting a fair hearing in 
any trial that might result. 

Hutton, in making the com¬ 
mittal to trial, altered the 
terms of the charge which 
originally said Ford had 
failed to notify owners of 
1665-73 vehicles of a possible 
defect. The section under 
which the company w'as 
charged did not come into ef¬ 
fect until January, 1971. 

Maximum penalty upon 
conviction under the section is 
a fine of $10,000. 

The charge against Ford, 


the first of its kind under the 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act, was 
laid by the federal transport 
department after investiga¬ 
tion of more than 60 com¬ 
plaints from owners of full- 
sized Fords of steering prob¬ 
lems. 

Officials say the problem 
centres on a sealed, self- 
lubricating joint or bushing on 
the idler arm, a part of the 
^steering assembly which atta¬ 
ches to the frame of the car. 

Over a period ot time, the 
bushing con-odes and can 
eventually seize. The con¬ 


tinued movement of the steer¬ 
ing assembly as the car is 
driven can cause the idler 
arm to bend the frame. 

Eventually, it can pull away 
from the frame completely, 
drop onto the exhaust system 
and cause loss of steering 
control, according to the ol- 
iicials. 

Ford said in a statement 
last year the problem did not 
constitute a safety hazard and 
that before any problem oc¬ 
curred, a tightening or stiffen¬ 
ing of the steering would be 
noticed. 

But transport department 
accident investigators say the 
problem represents “an un¬ 
reasonable risk to the owner” 
and has advised owners of 
full-sized Fords of model year 
1973 and earlier to have their 
steering assembly checked for 
corrosion.

ton oil pipeline. 

^Radiophone appeals by the 
two men to the liner to stop so 
that a delegation could board 
the ship to voice their protests 
were not answered, a Green¬ 
peace news release said. 

Greenpeace said Oliver Clif¬ 
ton, 18, of Hartley Bay, B.C., 


pulled them from the water- 
minutes later and that Gre¬ 
gory and Marining were unin¬ 
jured, but in a state of shock 
and vomiting. 

The Princess Patricia car¬ 
ried delegates of the North 
Central Municipal Association 
convention. 

The flotilla, w-aiting in 
waters off the fishing village 
of Hartley Bay in the mouth 
of Douglas Channel, 35 miles 
southwest of here, was ac¬ 
companied by one RCMP ves¬ 
sel. It had been organized by 
both environmental groups 
and trade unions. 

Con Mills, northern repre¬ 
sentative for the United Fi¬ 
shermen and Allied Worker's 
Union, said earlier in the 
week that the flotailla would 


try to slow the cruise vessel 
down and demonstrate that 
people are against the pipe¬ 
line proposed by a consortium 
called Kitimat Pine Line Ltd. 

. The fishermen’s union and 
Greenpeace have said con¬ 
struction ot the oil port and 
pipeline would bring environ¬ 
mental destruction to the 
north coast. Indian leaders 
have warned that a major oil 
spill 'in waters here could de¬ 
stroy their way of life. 

Although convention or¬ 
ganizers had said the conven¬ 
tion aboard the cruise ship 
was concerned with business 
other than the pipeline, the 
convention accepted $25,000 
from the pipeline consortium 
on condition that the cruise 
route followed part of the 
tanker route.

LONDON (UPI) - Miffed 
at the mounting uproar of 
criticism over the appoint¬ 
ment of his son-in-law as Am¬ 
bassador to the United States, 
Prime Minister James Cal¬ 
laghan has threatened to quit, 
parliamentary sources dis¬ 
closed Friday. 

Such a mo\e would plunge 
the nation into general elec¬ 
tions which could sweep the 
Conservative opposition back 
into power. 

“If the House of Commons 
decides that this is not right, 
then so be it. But I must say 
to you now- that other conse¬ 
quences may follow,” Cal¬ 
laghan was quoted as saying 
during a heated private 
caucus of Labor party parlia¬ 
ment members Thursday 
night. 

Labor paity lawmakers in¬ 
terpreted Callaghan’s re¬ 
marks a> a threat to resign 
along with his government. 

A parliamentary storm 
erupted Thursday after the 
announcement that Callagh¬ 
an’s son-in-law Peter Jay, 40, 
a journalist and television 
producer, had been named 
ambassador to Washington. 

Foreign Secretary David 
Oven, a close personal friend 
of Jay and his wife, said in 
making the announcement 
Wednesday that he alone was 
responsible lor the decision to 
appoint Jay. 

But parliament and the 
British press voiced almost 
unanimous disbelief and 
charges of nepotism erupted.

Asked what he would do if 
Quebec did become indepen¬ 
dent, Trudeau replied with 
what he later described as an 
old Austrian proverb: 


“If my grandmother had 
wheels, she'd make a beauti¬ 
ful bus.” 


The question was liypotheti- 
cal. he said, “since Quebec 
doesn’t want to be indepen¬ 
dent: not even the Quebec 
government, since it talks 
about association. It wants in¬ 
dependence . . . but on condi¬ 
tion that it retains association 
with the rest of the country.”

OTTAWA (CP) - Es¬ 
tablishment of a 105,000- 
square-mile Inuit territory in 
the Western Arctic was the 
cornerstone of land claims 
submitted to the federal cabi¬ 
net Friday by the Committee 
for the Original People’s En¬ 
titlement (COPE). 

COPE spokesman for the 
2,500 In-ait or Eskimo people 
in the Western Arctic, is seek¬ 
ing outright ownership of 
65,000 square miles located 
within the proposed territory 
and royalties of three per cent 
on any oil or gas discovered 
within it. 

In return, the Inuit would 
give up aboriginal title to the 
305,000 miles in the Western 
Arctic which for their pur¬ 
poses begins at the tree line 
and extends to the Arctic 
Ocean. 

COPE officials stressed at a 
news briefing that none of the 
65,000 square miles they seek 
is under development or Is 
regarded as potential gas or 
oil fields.

more research. 

Because most of the Arctic 


gas and oil exploration is tak¬ 
ing place in the Western Arc¬ 
tic. COPE decided to go 
ahead on its own. 

C.O.P.E said a two-year

Territorial request fine 
if not along racial lines 


OTTAWA (CP) — Northern 
Affairs Minister Warren All- 
mand said Friday he sees no 
great barrier to establishing a 
separate Inuit territory in the 
Western Arctic. 

”We agreed to a regional 
government in the James Bay 
settlement,” he told a news 
conference after the Commit¬ 
tee for the Original Peoples’ 
Entitlement (C.O.P.E.) pre¬ 
sented its land claims. 

A cornerstone of the claim 
was the request for a 105,000- 
square-mile Inuit territory- 
more than twice the size of 
the three Maritime provinces. 

Within the territory, the 
2,500 Inuit are seeking govern¬ 
ing powers over such fields as 
education, police, economic 
development and game. There 
are less than 200 whites in the 
proposed territory. 

Allmand said the federal 
government has agreed to 
much the same concept of re¬ 
gional government for native 
people in James Bay where

OTTAWA (CP) - Parlia¬ 
ment will have the final say 
on whether a northern natural 
gas pipeline will be built, Act¬ 
ing Prime Minister Allan Mac- 
Eachen said Friday. 

And statements by other 
ministers revealed a division 
of opinion in the Trudeau cab¬ 
inet. 

Energy Minister Alastair 
Gillespie argued strongly in 
Commons debate against 
delay in a pipeline, as recom¬ 
mended by Mr. Justice Thom¬ 
as Berger. 

Warren Allmand. minister 
of Indian and northern af¬ 
fairs, said he basically agrees 
with Berger’s position that the 
interests of native people 
should be uppermost in a 
pipeline decision. 

The ministers spoke during 
debate on a New Democratic 
Party proposal to shelve plans 
for a pipeline along the Mack¬ 
enzie River Valley in the 
Northwest Territories to 
carry natural gas from the 
Arctic to Canada and the U.S. 

The NDP proposal "was de¬ 
feated 159-14, a total of 111 
Liberals and 4S Conservatives 
combining against 13 NDP 
and one Quebec Socred. 

"It Is quite inconceivable 
that a pipeline could be built 
without parliamentary ap¬ 
proval,” MacEachen told re- 
jxorters after a speech in 
which he stressed the govern¬ 
ment’s freedom to turn down 
a pipeline despite U.S. pres¬ 
sures to build it. 

But Gillespie said the 
country must be prepared to 
face “the disastrous conse¬ 
quences of an energy shortage 
10 years hence which implies 
greater unemployment and 
greater inflation. 

Gillespie’s reference to a 
lost opportunity echoed a 
comment in London Wednes¬ 
day by Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau, who said Canada would 
lose a pipeline if it delays a 
decision until the U.S. settles 
on another delivery system. 

While most Trudeau min¬ 
ister s have said they cannot 
respond to the Berger propos¬ 
al for delay until other studies 
are complete Jack Horner, 
the\ new Alberta minister 
without portfolio, said he disa¬ 
greed totally with Berger’s 
call for delay. 

MacEachen said the House 
will have a chance for a full 
debate on the pipeline issue 
before the government makes 
its decision on a pipeline to 
move gas to southern markets 
from Alaska and from the Ca¬ 
nadian Western Arctic. 

The government plans to 
make a decision on the 310- 
billion project by late summer 
in time to meet a Sept. 1 
deadline set by the U.S. 
Congress for President 
Jimmy Carter to make his 
choice on shipping out Alaska 
gas. 

But the Opposition says the 
U.S. legislation contains pro¬ 
vision for a 90-day delay In 
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the decision and Canada 
should ask for that time to 
consider the pipeline issue.

sential if B.C.’s high standard 
of health services is to be 
maintained, the president of 
the B.C. Medical Association 
said Thursday. 

Dr. William Jory, a North 
Vancouver ophthalmologist, 
pointed out to physicians at¬ 
tending the association's an¬ 
nual convention in Victoria 
that while they couldn’t 
always expect to have their 
advice taken, they should not 
swerve from their role as 
guardians of health care. 

Physicians must speak out 
on environment issues such 
as budworm spraying which 
could have a health impact, 
and on issues such as manda- 
t o r y seatbelt legislation, 
fluoridation, hospital con¬ 
struction programs which ap¬ 
pear to be purely political in 
nature and pollution, Jory 
said. 

THAT THE GOVERN¬ 
MENT tends to ignore the 
profession's concerns is evi¬ 
dent from several papers 
which the profession has ei¬ 
ther written or been the sub¬ 
ject of recently. 


A report on hospital bed 
needs which the association 
submitted got a reply from 
the government that “it is not 
of interest at this time,” Jory 
reported. 

An extensive brief prepared 
by tiie association on cost con¬ 
tainment in health care .was 
apparently sidetracked in the 
health ministry bureaucracy 
and never reached the provin¬ 
cial cabinet. 

Since health care is one of 
the government’s largest sin¬ 
gle areas of expenditure, it is 
surprising that the document 
was not assigned more impor¬ 
tance, Jory said. 

HE WAS ALSO critical of a 
document cm medical man¬ 
power prepared by the health 
ministry.

The emissions take the form 
of a very fine white dust 
mixed with water vapor leav¬ 
ing the stacks, or chimneys, 
at the kilns. 

The new equipment con¬ 
tains electrically charged 
plates which will collect vir¬ 
tually all the particles escap¬ 
ing from the kilns and will 
reduce the amount of water 
vapor emitted. 

The installation will elimi¬ 
nate the dense white plumes 
which now rise from the 
stacks as well as the white 
“rain” which falls as the par¬ 
ticles separate from the cloud 
of water vapor. 

Chris Hanelt. manager of 
special projects at Elk Falls 
in charge of pollution aba¬ 
tement. describes the elec¬ 
trostatic precipitator as an 
excellent system. 

It will be the fourth of its 
type in North America and 
will cost more than $3 1 3 mil¬ 
lion. 

“Many of the complaints we 
get about the mill are the 
result of the emissions from 
the lime kilns,” says Hanelt 
“The plumes drift across at 
low level to a neighboring 
subdivision, and it’s a nui¬ 
sance to residents and em¬ 
ployees.” 


should stop shying away from 
the financial aspects of meai- 
cine.

“We earn every nickel and 
dime that we make and do it 
over a relatively short period 
of time, without pensions, 
fringe benefits, and with all 
the responsibility for our own 
practices.” 

Jory said that the fee-for- 
service system pays for 9(J 
per cent of treatment costs in 
B.C., and the fee schedule is 
40 per cent below what it 
should be. 

“We are the primary pro¬ 
ducers of health care and yet 
we get the short end of the 
stick.” 

FEES HAVE NOT risen to 
keep up with increases in doc¬ 
tor’s costs and the cost of liv¬ 
ing. Among other things, this 
is causing many general prac¬ 
titioners to leave hospital care 
to specialists, which could re¬ 
sult in “a great chasm in our 
profession.” 

The economic pinch is forc¬ 
ing doctors to see more pa¬ 
tients than they would like to, 
to maintain their incomes. 

"There has to be a time 
when we will have to cut 
comers, when the standard of 
health care wifi suffer.” 

“There is a direct rela¬ 
tionship between the restraint 
of government on net incomes 
and the quality of health 
care,” Jory said.

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Drizzle fails to dampen spirit 


of new school track champs

Rain couldn’t dampen the 
spirits of Claremont athletes 
and fans Friday. 

The Claremont track was 
shrouded in rain through most 
of the afternoon but the Clare¬ 
mont team and coach Peter 
Simmonds smiled through the 
drizzle as the District 63 
school captured its first 
Greater Victoria high school 
track and field championship. 

In winning its first team 
title, Claremont ended Mount 
Douglas’ domination of the 
event at nine years. Stan 
Gill’s squad managed to take 
runner-up honors but also 
lost the boys and girls team 
championships to the blue 
horde from Claremont. 

The balanced Claremont 
team came through with 411 
points in boys events and 29 8 
in girls events for a total of 
709 points, 53 off the record set 
by Mount Douglas in 1975. 

Mount Douglas was second 
in the boys with 293 points 
and scored a total of 512 
points while Esquimau 
finished second In the girls’ 
team race with 234 points and 
third over-all for the fourth 
straight year with 429 points. 

Oak Bay finished third in 
the boys competition with 275 
points and fourth- over-all 
with 329 points while Park¬ 
land, one of the newest 
schools in the area, was a 
strong fifth with 284 points. 

Claremont’s strength was in 

numbers and not in individual 
stars but the standout per¬ 
former of the championship 
team was Lynn Crawford. 

Miss Crawford won the 400 
metres with a time of 60.0 
seconds, was named the out¬ 
standing girl in field events for 
her winning leap of 5.27 
metres in the long jump, an¬ 
chored the 4xl00-metre relay 
team to victory, the 4x400- 
metre team to a second-place 
finish and was edged at the 
wire to take second in the 200 
metres. 

A pair of Esquimau athletes 
put on impressive displays of 
stamina and perseverance to 
take the individual track 
awards. 

Cheryl Matthews won the 
800, 1500 and 3000-metre races 
and helped the 4x400-metre 
relay team to victory to win 
the girls’ track title while 
Tony Therioult won the 3000 
metres and 1500-metre stee¬ 
plechase to win the boys track 
honors. 

Theriault also ran the 
400-metre hurdles, finishing 
sixth, and was a member of 
the fourth-place finishing 
4x400-metre relay team. 

Miss Matthews’ time in the 
3000 was 10:18.6 and was the 
only "A” record set as the 
weather conditions hampered 
performances. 

The old record of 10:24.6 was 
set by Sharon Doherty of Es¬ 
quimau in 1975. 

Esquimau almost swept the 
distance events (800 through 
3000). John White gave the 
Ron Bowker-coached team a 
win in the 1500. He took the 
lead early on the final lap and 
held off a late challenge from 
Randy Cox of Vic High. 

Blair Boland of Oak Bay 
won the 800 metres to prevent 
the sweep but White took sec¬ 
ond place. 

Brilliant thrower Louise 
Herlinveaux led the strong 
showing by Parkland. She 
won each throwing event she 
entered taking first in the 
shot put, discus and javelin 
by wide margins. Bert Casa- 
vant brought Parkland an¬ 
other trophy with Ins victory 
in the 100 metres. 

Dunsmuir, another of the 
new schools, made it into the 
silverware for the first time 
when Kerry Kinersley won 
the boys throwing cham¬ 
pionship for his discus toss of 
41.62 metres. 

Claremont captured the 
girls’ sprint relay trophy and 
Mount Douglas, which had a 
reputation for dominating the 
relays and often swept all 
four, earned its only trophy 
with a win in the boys 4x100- 
metre relay. 

The only other records bro¬ 
ken were in "B” event. 
Corinne Campbell of Esqui¬ 
mau won the girls’ high jump 
with a leap of 1.49 metres, 
breaking the mark of 1.45 set 
by Barb Laurie of Oak Bay in 
1974. 

The Claremont girls’ *‘B”. 
relay team set the other mark 
winning the 4x100-metres in 
52.7 seconds to better the 
record of 53.1 set by Esqui¬ 
mau in 1972 and tied by Spec¬ 
trum in 1975. 

Nick Bennett of Vic High, 
was outstanding in the boys’ 
jumping events but he was 
upset in the high jump by 
Grant Borden of Oak Bay. 
The slippery track and con¬ 
stant distractions made the 
jumping difficult. Bennett, 
who set a 2.2 metres (six-feet- 
six) in the all-school relays, 
missed three times at 1.98

The issue arose from an 
open letter to taxpayers in the 
Comox District Free Press by 
Crispin Morris, Comox aider- 
man and chairman of Comox 
Fire Protection District Com¬ 
mission, in which he criticized 
planned fire protection provi¬ 
sions for a new high school to 
be built in Comox and slated 
for completion in 1978. 

In his letter Morris stated 
that the district does not have 
the capacity to handle a 
major fire at the school due to 
lack of equipment. 


In a prepared statement 
read at the last board meet¬ 
ing, board chairman Stan 
Hagen said: “This board 
should expect, and in fact de¬ 
mands, that immediate, ur-

NANAIMO - The $50 mil¬ 
lion Duke Point deep port 
development was given the 
go-ahead here Friday in what 
Mayor Frank Ney described 
as “the best news the city has 
had in 25 years.” 

Economic Development 
Minister Don Phillips an¬ 
nounced the project at a press 
conference here, ending five 
years of frustration for both 
the city and the local harbor 
commission since the develop¬ 
ment was first suggested. 

The project initially covers 
100 acres and will include 
three deepsea berths, a back¬ 
up shipping terminal, sawmill 
sites and industrial park 
areas. 

Phillips said the B.C. Devel¬ 
opment Corporation, of which 
he is chairman, had put top 
priority on the development 
and it is hoped to see physical 
activity on the site within 
three months. 

BCDC president Don Du- 
guid said the corporation will 
attempt to streamline approv¬ 
al procedures so that the nor¬ 
mal time will be reduced 
from two years to three 
months. 

The nearby Harmac pulp 
mill will be one of the main 
Users of the new facility but 
project supervisor Peter 
Breikss said this alone will 
not make it economically via¬ 
ble. 

He said other industries 
would have to commit them¬ 


selves to locating at Duke 
Point, but he said judging by 
the interest shown already, 
that would not be a problem. 

Only last week, Dorn an In¬ 
dustries announced plans for 
a new sawmill and indicated 
Duke Point would be an ideal 
site. 

An annual tonnage of two 
million i& needed to make the 
port viable and Duguid said 
two sawmills would surpass 
that figure. 

Ney said job-wise and tax- 
wise this project is the 
biggest news for Nanaimo 
since the Harmac pulp mill 
was built 25 years ago. 

“It Is going to revitalize the 
Nahaimo economy and also 
the whole central area erf the 
island.” 

He promised 100 per cent 
co-operation from the- city at 
a time when unemployment is 
up to 14 per cent. 

One of the things holding up 
the project has been negotia¬ 
tions between MacMillan 


Rloedel and BCDC over land 
needed at the site. 

Duguid said this had been 
resolved by BCDC buying a 
certain amount of the land 
and swapping other portions. 

He would not say how much 
was paid for the land but said 
the swap involved industrial 
land owned by BCDC on the 
mainland. 

Harbor commission chair¬ 
man Doug Geer said his 
group had been frustrated for 
five years waiting for a deci¬ 
sion on the project. The com¬ 
mission has been unable to 
expand its current inner har¬ 
bor site because of the envi¬ 
ronmental impact on the Nan¬ 
aimo River estuary. 

In order to protect the es- 
tethics of the area, a green- 
belt buffer will be left along 
the western side of Jack and 
Duke Point. 

Briekss said in his opinion 
the development will have no 
adverse environmental im¬ 
pact on the Nanaimo estuary 
but the corporation will work 


closely with environmental 
groups and the B.C. Pollution 
Control Board in its develop¬ 
ment. 

It is anticipated that eventu¬ 
ally all the Nanaimo shipping 
traffic will use Duke Point, 
leaving the downtown site 
free for less sensitive develop¬ 
ment such as commercial. 

Still under discussion by 
BCDC is eventual ownership 
and operation of the develop¬ 
ment. 

It is expected that private 
companies will occupy the in¬ 
dustrial pai*k and use the ter¬ 
minal facilities and because 
the federal government has 
jurisdiction over port develop¬ 
ment, early meetings have 
been arranged to ensure fed¬ 
eral aid as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. 

Once the final decision has 
been made to proceed with 
construction of the deepsea 
berths, the provincial govern¬ 
ment will transfer foreshore 
rights to the federal govern¬ 
ment, Phillips said.

This now has been con¬ 
firmed by a council member. 


who determined that it was 
the director of industrial loca¬ 
tion for the department of 
economic development that 
met privately with Mayor 
Smith.

Cowichan mayor reported he 
had met privately .with a 
member of the environment 
and land-use committee, 
about controversial plans for 
industrial encroachment on 
the fragile Cowichan Bay es¬ 
tuary.

Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates refused to go 
along with a two-stage, 15-jier- 
eent oil price increase agreed 
on by the other 11 OPEC 
members in a meeting last 
Qecember in Doha, Qatar. 

The 11-member majority in¬ 
itiated a 10-per-cent increase 
Jan. 1 from the then $11.51 a 
barrel and had scheduled a 
further five-per-cent raise for 
July 1. Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates settled 
lor a five-per-cent boost for 
the whole year. 

Without the second-stage In¬ 
crease, the market price for 
crude from the 11 member 
countries will remain at $12.70 
a barrel instead of rising to

Ford Canada sent to trial 


OTTAWA (CPI — The Ford 
Motor Co. of Canada was or¬ 
dered Friday to stand trial on 
a charge that it failed to no¬ 
tify owners of 1971-73 full- 
sized Fords of a possible de¬ 
fect in the steering assembly 
that might affect safe opera¬ 
tion of the vehicle. 

The order was made by pro¬ 
vincial court .fudge Robert 
Hutton at the end of a five- 
day preliminary hearing on 
the charge, laid under the fed¬ 
eral Motor Vehicle Safety Act. 

Hutton, after hearing testi¬ 
mony from more than 2U 
witnesses, said it was clear 
there was enough evidence to 
order the trial.- 
The judge earlier this week 
ordered a ban on publication 
ot. evidence presented during 
the hearing at the request of 
Ford counsel, J. F. Howard. 

The Criminal Code permits 
an order banning publication

of evidence in order not to 
prejudice chances of an ac¬ 
cused getting a fair hearing in 
any trial that might result. 

Hutton, in making the com¬ 
mittal to trial, altered the 
terms of the charge which 
originally said Ford had 
failed to notify owners of 
1S85-73 vehicles of a possible 
defect. The section under 
which the company was 
charged did not come into ef¬ 
fect until January, 1971. 

Maximum penalty upon 
conviction under the section is 
a fine of $10,000. 

The charge against Ford, 


the first of its kind under the 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act, was 
laid by the federal transporl 
department after investiga¬ 
tion of more than 60 com¬ 
plaints from owners of lull¬ 
sized Fords of steering prob¬ 
lems. 

Officials say the problem 
centres on a sealed, self- 
lubricating joint or bushing on 
the idler arm, a part of the 
steering assembly which atta¬ 
ches to the frame of the car. 

Over a period of time, the 
bushing corrodes and can 
eventually seize. The con-

Municipalities offer mill rate cutback , but Oak Bay lags

Homeowners In Victoria, 
Esquimalt and most of Saan¬ 
ich will pay about $40 less 
property tax this year, com¬ 
pared with last year. 

The savings behind the 
Tweed Curtain aren’t quite as 
great Oak Bay property 
owners can expect their tax 
bills to be lowered by about 
$25. 

Comptrollers in all tour mu¬ 
nicipalities stress that these 
are ballpark figures. They are 
based on average homes in 
the various municipalities. 

The tax savings may be 
smaller or greater, depending 
on what value assessment 
was assigned to a particular 


home. These notices were 
mailed out earlier this year. 

In ail tour municipalities, 
councils were ahle to lower 
the mill rates substantially. 
This was possible mostly be¬ 
cause the Greater Victoria 
school board decreased its 
levy by about nine mills. 

Here are comparative fig¬ 
ures of budgets and mill rates 
in the various municipalities, 
compared with last year’s 
corresponding figures in 
brackets: 

Victoria’s total budget is 
$43,040,000 ($39,987,000). The 
total mill rate, including 
school, hospital and regional 
board levies, is S8.874 mills 
(106,145 mills). 

The anticipated tax saving 
for “an average house in 
Fairfield” with a market 


value of $60,000 to $65,000 Is 
$40. 

In Saanich, the budget this 
year is $33,977,000 
($32,833,000). The municipal¬ 
ity has two mill rates, de¬ 
pending on what school dis¬ 
trict people live in. 

The mill rate in School Dis¬ 
trict 61, affecting about 80 per 
cent of Saanich residents, has 
been set at 103.274 mills 
(112,213). The mill rate for 
those living in School District 
63, roughly north of Royal 
Oak, is 105.451 (103.893). 

Those residing in School 
District 61 boundaries can ex¬ 
pect a tax reduction of about 
$45. Those living in School 
District 63 will have a slight 
increase in taxes. 

Municipal officials pointed 
out that the 20 per cent of the 


municipality’s residents who 
will have their taxes in¬ 
creased marginally, should 
remember that they weren’t 
affected by last year's astro-' 
normcal increase in the levy 
imposed by the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school board. 

In Oak Bay, taxpayers will 
have to finance a budget of 
$9,955,717 r$9,503,567). The 

mill rate has been set at 
115.414 (117.993). 

The tax saving to the 
average homeowner is expect¬ 
ed to be about $25. 

Esquimalt has a total bud¬ 
get of $7,126,826 ($6,933,138). 
The mill rate is 102.104 mills 
(108.045). 

Tax cuts in Esquimalt are 
expected to be about $40 to 
the “average homeowner.” 


Taxes: What those Joneses pay 


Until the provincial government’s legislation requiring 
assessment of property to be at market value comes into effect, 
likely next year, comparing assessments between municipalities 
is like comparing apples and oranges. 

Each municipality adopted its own assessment policies years 
ago, and a series of provincial freezes on assessments has since 
increased inequities between both individual homeowners and 
homeowners with identical homes in neighboring municipalities. 

But for the sake of demonstrating how the municipal mill 
rates differ, the Colonist has assigned an arbitrary assessed 
value of $7,000 to a home in five cases discussed in the accom¬ 
panying story $3,000 for land and $4,000 for improvements. 


To figure your own tax* bill (excluding local Improvement 
charges for such things as roads and sewers), takes the total 
assessment for land and buildings, divide by 1,000 and multiply 
by the mill rate in your municipality.

was not entirely unreasonable 
until they got the two ladies 
out of (Huth’s) car and 
(found) there was no possible 
danger or violence from 
them.”

Cashman, however, disa¬ 
greed with the jury’s verdict 
on the driving charge.

He added .that this was the 
first time he has had occasion 
to openly disagree with a 
jury. 

Then he said that It was 
“appropriate” to direct that 
Huth be given an absolute dis¬ 
charge. 

Huth was represented In 
court by Dermod Owen-Flood. 

Victoria Police Chief Jack 
Gregory Friday said there 
would be no departmental in¬ 
quiry into the actions of Code¬ 
man and Bates. 

Gregory told a questioner: 
“T think you’re losing sight of 
tiie fact it was Huth. not our 
men, who were on trial.” 

As to the testimony that his 
men beat Huth and the doc¬ 
tor’s evidence of neck bruises. 
Gregory said there was “also 
testimony that Huth struck 
one of our constables, but we 
didn’t go to the doctor.” 

Harry Bacon, deputy direc¬

•aid Thursday the college did 
not get the answers it w'anted 
from the province. 

The college needs 5495.000 
to bring its facilities at Lans- 
downe up to the level recom¬ 
mended by the fire marshal, 
and an additional $180,000 to 
bring the Mount View 
campus, which it hopes to 
lease from the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school board, up to par. 

In addition, the college has 
proposed an $11 million build¬ 
ing program to provide new 
facilities at its Lansdowne 
j. and Interurban campuses. 


and to get the college out of 
mosun will have more in- 
isolated rental facilities scat¬ 
tered all over the city. 

But the news from the edu¬ 
cation ministry was “wait 
until the Colleges Act,” Mrs. 
Baird said. 

Under existing legislation, 
the school board is supposed 
to provide the college with 
buildings, and if the school 
board cannot, then the college 
must lease buildings. 

Both Lansdowne and Mount 
View are currently leased, the 
first from the University of 
Victoria and the second from 
the school board, and the de¬ 
partment is not willing to sink 
capital funds into someone 
else’s building, Mrs. Baird 
said. 

The long-delayed College 
Act will be introduced when 
the Legislature resumes. 
After it has been enacted, Ca¬ 
mosun will be able to borrow

funds on its own and will have 
more independence in manag¬ 
ing its financial affairs, the ed¬ 
ucation ministry promised the 
Camosun representatives. 

Until that time, Mrs. Baird 
said, “the college is still an il¬ 
legitimate child.” 

“We were told that the Col¬ 
leges Act would make us re¬ 
spectable members of the 
family so that we can borrow 
in our own right, own our own 
buildings, and not always 
have to take, someone else’* 
castoffs.’’ 

The government’s wait-and- 
see attitude, while under¬ 
standable. “makes it impossi¬ 
ble for us to do decent plan¬ 
ning,” she said. 


At no time did Victoria’s 
Advisory Design Panel give 
approval to the “glazed cur¬ 
tain wall” which is to cover 
two sides of the controversial 
Rro h a n i Building’s office 
tower. 

That statement came Fri¬ 
day from Victoria architect 
Terence Williams, chairman 
of the design panel. 

Williams said the project, 
proposed for 747 Fort, was 
given “approval in principle” 
last September, but that wa» 
before the working drawings 
were completed. 

On April 6, with the working 
drawings all done, the project 
was resubmitted to the design 
panel and found to be con¬ 
troversial because of the'two 
glass walls on the 10-storey 
office tower. 

“The glazed curtain wall 
design in the form as pro¬ 
posed, was being introduced 
into Victoria for the first 
time,” Williams said. 

The design panel ruled the 
scheme unacceptable and 
a,s k e d architects Siddall,. 
Dennis, Warner to use materi¬ 
als more “appropriate to the 
'"character of Victoria.” 


The architects were invited 
to discuss the matter with the 
panel but declined and took 
out a building permit instead. 

Williams said the design 
panel acted within it* terms 
of reference in rejecting the 
desigh. 

Williams said he was sorry 
to see David Warner resign 
from the design panel.

The Victoria Symphony 
Orchestra board will begin 
advertising immediately for a 
replacement for conductor 
Laszlo Gati who “amicably” 
gave a year’s notice Friday 
following his tenth season 
with the orchestra. 

Gati’s resignation from the 
post, which according to one 
board member annually pays 
“in the low 30s.” will take ef¬ 
fect June 30, 1978. Gati ten¬ 
dered his resignation one year 
in advance as required under 
his contract, to “. . . explore 
other opportunities.” 

Both Gati and symphony 
board president John Di C-as- 
til in separate interviews Fri¬ 
day denied suggestions that 
the musical director was pres¬ 
sured into stepping down by 
the board because of friction 
with the orchestra earlier in 
the year and conflict with the 
board several seasons back. 
Both referred to the parting 
as amiable. 

Di Castri told the Colonist 
that he learned of Gati’s deci¬ 
sion at an executive meeting 
Tuesday. Di Castri said he 
was surprised by Gati’s resig¬ 
nation and tried to talk him 
out of it. 

Neither Di Castri nor Gati 
indicated that the decision 
was reversible. 

“At the moment, no one has 
asked me to stay — this is re¬ 
ally down the line. I couldn’t 
tell you,” said Gati when 
asked if he would reconsider 
his resignation. 

Di Castri lauded Gati’s suc¬ 
cess in raising the orchestra’s 
standard over the last 10 
years and particularly “rais¬ 
ing the level of music appreci¬ 
ation in the community.” 

“That’s a substantial con¬ 
tribution,” added Di Castri. 

Gati said he wasn’t happy 
about 1 earing and compared 
his departure to a parent 
leaving its baby after 10 
years. 

“I’ve an excellent rapport 
with many thousands (the au¬ 
dience) and I regret leaving,” 
said Gati who made the deci¬ 
sion “quite a few weeks ago”. 


Gati’s resignation to the 
board read in part: 

”... I Teel that the time has 
come to hand over the baton 
to a different conductor who 
hopefully will lead the orches¬ 
tra to further heights and per¬ 
haps different directions.” 

“For my own personal dev¬ 
elopment I feel I should'ex¬ 
plore other opportunities pre¬ 
sented to me at this stage of 
my life and career,” said 
Gati. 51. 

Gati said he had “various 
things” in the offing but first 
had to decide whether to stay 
in the symphony field or “uni¬ 
versity related activities (not 
locally).” 

Gati said his successor 
should be someone with the 
ability to take the orchestra 
“further up” and at the same 
time have the ability to sell 
this improvement to the 
board, the society and the 
various funding agencies. 
Gati said the new conductor 
should also be willing to de¬ 
velop the orchestra as a tour¬ 
ing body.

Empty shelves legacy of politics and intransigence

The View Royal library is 
on the verge of closing — a 
victim of local politics and 
Greater Victoria School Board 
intransigence. 

All that remains of the li¬ 
brary, started with high hopes 
as a 1971 centennial project, 
are rows of empty shelves 
and a few paperback books. 

Soon the shelves will also be 
taken away, and the library 
will have to close, or be con¬ 
verted into a reading centre. 

“I think this is one of the 
saddest sights I’ve ever seen. 


I'm finding it hard to accept, 
or even really believe,” said 
Joy Trail, chairman of the 
View Royal Library Board. 

The local politics have pro¬ 
duced a 100-name petition op¬ 
posing the locally-elected 
View Royal Library Board 
and its proposed course, al¬ 
though some of those who 
signed the petition have also 
written to the board in sup¬ 
port of it. 

The school board effectively 
killed the library when It re¬ 
fused to oe the financing vehi¬ 
cle for the five-year-old li¬ 


brary, without a local referen¬ 
dum first. 

As an unorganized area, 
View Royal cannot apply di¬ 
rectly to the Vancouver Island 
Regional Library system for 
membership. It has to have 
the school board apply on its 
behalf. 

The school board has re¬ 
fused to do that, questioning 
the legality of the process 
which has already been used 
by 18 other school districts in 
the province. 

Closure of the library was 
precipitated by the phasing- 
out of the travelling library 
service at the library develop¬ 


ment commission, and the re¬ 
moval of 2,000 books from 
View Royal shelves. 

“I don’t think there Is any 
way we can fight the bureau¬ 
cracy lined up against us 
right now,” said Mrs. Trail. 
x It will mean an end to five 
years of intensive voluntary 
effort, during which library 
volunteers built it up until the 
membership numbered more 
than 300. 

Circulation was in excess of 
500 books a month. 

In addition,, the volunteers 
operated a free community in¬ 
formation service, taking over 
last year from a similar ser¬ 


vice which was refused gov¬ 
ernment funding. 

The school board, in turning 
down the View Royal request 
for help in entering the re¬ 
gional library system, 
suggested a fall referendum 
to determine local feeling on 
the proposal, which would add 
about $14 a year to tax bills. 

“We don’t have the authori¬ 
ty to hold a referendum.” 
said Mrs. Trail. “There is 
nothing we can do.” 

She pointed out that a well- 
advertised meeting a year 
ago brought a 74-4 vote in 
favor of joining the regional 
library. 


Residents considered at that 
time the possibility of .joining 
the Victoria library system, 
but the annual cost would 
have amounted to about $40 
per household, and the pro¬ 
posal was turned down. 

“I think we have gone as 
far as we can in getting local 
opinions,” said Mrs. Trail. 
“The meeting was very w'ell 
advertised, and at such times 
you can expect to have the op¬ 
position there. I was particu¬ 
larly moved by the way resi¬ 
dents — and especially elder¬ 
ly citizens who don’t normal¬ 
ly go out at nights — rallied 


around to support the li¬ 
brary.” 

Older people In particular 
would miss the handy service, 
she said, because it was dif¬ 
ficult for them to get into 
town to the Victoria library. 

Mrs. Trail noted that after 
the petition opposing the re¬ 
gional library concept had 
been circulated, the View 
Royal Ratepayers’ Associa¬ 
tion voted 56 to 10 against tak¬ 
ing the matter any further. 

“But I noticed that all the 
school board members had 
copies of that petition when I 
addressed them Monday I 


have to wonder where they 
came from.” 

The library was started 
with a $7,300 federal-provin¬ 
cial grant, and $5,300 in local 
money. Other grants from se¬ 
nior governments have ena¬ 
bled it to continue. 

“It seems incongruous to 
me that after such a large ex¬ 
penditure of money, and all 
” the volunteer efforts this com¬ 
munity does not wish to con¬ 
tinue this library,” she said. 

“This is the saddest thing I 
have ever been involved 
with.”

John Hearn's Collectibles 


Mrs. K. Watrous of Ottawa is 
still recovering from the hassle 
she ran into with Canadian 
Customs when she tried to 
bring some antiques back 
from the States. She suggests 
that other readers should be 
duly warned so I checked out 
the regulations and as far as I 
ran tell it works something like 
this 

If you are bringing back 
items for resale as a dealer 
then you go through a customs 
broker who doubtless knows 
how to take care of you. If you 
have made a purely private 
purchase it is up to you to prove 
that it is, in fact, an antique—in 
other words, more than 100 
years old. For this you MUST 
have an invoice from the place 
where you bought it stating its 
age and also reporting any 
repairs or replacement of parts 
made during the last year. 

The snag is that Customs are 
not bound to accept this 
evidence if it conflicts with the 
known facts. If, for example, 
the article bears the words 

Patented 1890 ’ there is no 
way it could be more than 100 
years old regardless of what 
the invoice might say. If the 
customs officer himself knows

BOOKS

Thera are, of course, many kinds of 
poker, at anyone knows who has played 
with the ladies, but in its purer form the 
game falls into two categories. 

There is, first, the no-limit or high- 
limit game in which the participant may 
be financially ruined or richly rewarded 
and thus brings to poker both the caution 
and daring it deserves. 

The second kind, much more common, 
is the low-limit game (often with a 
restriction on raises that automatically 
takes all the suspense from the evening) 
that’s known as the “regular” or 
“friendly” session around a kitchen table. 

In both cases the knowledgeable, com¬ 
petent player will, in the end, take the 
money of the inept or purely intuitive 
player and, indeed, it may be accurately 
said that the game is more a skilled 
science than mere chance since “luck” is 
surprisingly fair to all. Therein lies its 
endless attraction. But a clear distinction 
must be made between poker for fun and 
poker for profit. 

This distinction is rarely made In 
“Total Poker,” a somewhat aimless, if 
amiable, book that looks at several 
aspects of the grand old pastime. David 
Spanier, an Englishman (which, in itself, 
is odd since the English, though com¬ 
pulsive gamblers, are not noted as poker 
players) explores many amusing and in¬ 
teresting facets of the game, but as a 
teacher he overlooks the basic differences 
between the two games and concentrates 
almost exclusively on the high-stakes 
variety. 

This, of course, is true poker and 
Spanier has every right to limit his 
treatise to it, but it is not the kind of poker 
that the boys play on a Saturday night and 
thus often misleading. 

Take, for example, the chapter on bluf¬ 
fing, the very essence of poker, and 
Spanier’* most perceptive notes on the 
nuances of the game. It may be quite true, 
as he writes, that “there is really no such 
thing as a good hand at poker, only good 
situations”, but the bluff, which may 
work wondrouslv well when heavy money 
is involved, becomes an entirely new 
technique in the pennv-ante game. The 
idea of pretending to a strong hand with 
what is, in fact, a weak hand hardly ever 
works when there is some cheerful idiot 
who can “keep you honest”, as there 
always is. with an insignificant invest¬ 
ment. 

The bluff, itself, in a game with 
moderate stakes, becomes largely a mat¬ 


ter of making a winning hand look like a 
dud. A* Spanier observes, “one of the 
main bluff* i* to try to convince the op¬ 
position. when you know you have a lock, 
that, in fact, you are weak.” This is the 
main Muff of the small game. While this is 
equally true of no-limit or high-limit poker 
it is essential to the smaller game and 
may mean the difference between con¬ 
sistently winning or losing. It deserves 
much more emphasis than Spanier, a high- 
stakes man, chooses to give it 

His advice — that “successful play de¬ 
pends not simply on varying vour betting 
by bluffs, but that it is essential to bluff 
weak hands, and sometimes be called, in 
order to make the high hands pay” — does 
not really apply when hands may be seen 
without a severe financial penalty. In a

really friendly game it is often true that 
every hand, good or bad. will be called 
It is certainly true that this makes real 
poker a much better game, but that is 
purely academic when most poker ses¬ 
sions are more casual, social affairs 
without severe punishment or returns and 
in which many players persist in thinking 
it is all a matter of Iuck. 

It must be added that much of Spanier’s 
advice may also be applied to low-stakes 
poker and that the novice may absorb 
much here that will help him when the 
chips are down. There are certainly better 
texts — every player should read Herbert 
Yardley’s The Education of a Poker 
Player — but Spanier does offer some fun¬ 
damental rules that should help the losers. 
For one thing he demonstrates that poker 
is. as Walter Matthau once observed, a 
game which emplifies the worst aspects of 
capitalism, and that it requires cunning, 
duplicity, a respect for the odds and some

awareness that the deck is stacked against 
you from the beginning. Such an approach 
is helpful In any kind of poker. 

As he points out. fifty-two innocent 
cards can produce royal flushes and thir¬ 
teen fours-of-a-kind. but they can also 
produce better than two-and-a-half million 
other hands, which is why the winning 
player brings to the game a sense of cau 
tion. He knows that almost anything can 
happen to him — and to the other fellow 
Spanier writes engagingly of the long 
odds that confront everyone in any kind ot 
game except the wild variety that is often 
a substitute for the real thing since it in¬ 
jects more chance into a game that wa« 
not meant to rely on chance. 

A newspaperman (a profession that 
produces the best and worst of poker 
players), he notes correctly that “habitual 
losers ignore the odds: they feel they are 
above the laws of probability. They trust 
in luck and . . . in the long run she usually 
spurns them.” 

These odds, of course, are immutable 
and, though the losing player seldom 
recognizes it, as fair to one as they are to 
all. How many losing players are aware 
that one pair will be dealt out in even- 2.4 
hands, that two pair will appear only once 
in 21 hands, three of a kind once in 47 
hands, a straight once in 255 hands, a flush 
but once in 509 hands 0 

Only a constant, inner awareness of 
such odds can inspire the restraint that is 
evident in every winning player, however 
much he may appear to be daring or risk¬ 
taking. Spanier puts it more succinctly 
“The player w ? ho knows he Is not going to 
get hurt — he may be hit. he may lose 
hands, but his reflexes and judgment are 
going to keep him out of serious trouble 
that player has an enormous advantage 
In other words, knowledge — which is 
demanded of almost every pursuit in life 
Spanier puts it another way. “The w in- 
ners,” he writes, “do not really gamble at 
all in the strict sense of the word . . . 
because they know that they will wind up 
winning in the average run. regardless of 
the cards . .. It’s how you play them that 
counts.” 

Total Poker is a wide-ranging book, 
since Spanier writes of the poker ploys in 
geopolitics, of famous scenes in motion 
pictures and famous hands in real life, of 
the gambler’s curious compulsion to lose, 
even of the sexual overtones of the game 
(non-existent in the game where this 
reviewer makes his pin money > 

The result is a readable book of some 
value to the addicts, but the definitive work 
on the “little” game has yet to be written

Readers are directed to 
maps of parks and preserves 
across Canada that highlight 
hiking trails and canoe routes 
for those who don’t want to 
drive, and campgrounds and 
scenic roads for those who do. 

Though generalized and 
directed to the beginning out- 
doorsperson,. the book is 
remarkably succinct and 


detailed in certain areas. It 
suggests the wearing of thin 
silk gloves under mitts for 
lighting fires and taking pic¬ 
tures in frigid temperatures. It 
explains how to make and im¬ 
provise camping gear, how to 
remove mold from a tent and 
waterproof it, how to 
dehydrate food at home in the 
oven at 150 degree F. 

This should be welcome in¬ 
formation for those who, like 
me. detest the expensive, 
tasteless, commercially 
dehydrated foods currently be¬ 
ing sold to backpackers. 

For those who have left their 
cooking equipment at home, 
Outdoors Canada provides 
clear illustrations on how to 
use available sticks and stones 
to construct fireplaces and 
broilers, tongs, toasters and 
pot holders. For those who

1 expected to be 
taken behind the scenes to meet the author of 
King Solomon's Ring, Man Meets Dog, and 
On Aggression, instead, the emphasis has 
been placed on the controversies surrounding 
the author of such works as Evolution and 
Modification of Behavior, and Evolution of 
Hitualization in the Biological and Cultural 
Spheres. 


By any standards Lorenz is a fortunate fel¬ 
low. Controversies aside (and we ll come to 
(hose later*, he can look back from his 70-odd 
years to a supremely happy childhood; a 
stable and contented partnership with a 
talented woman who sacrificed her own 
»areer as a gynaecologist to devote her life to 
her brilliant husband and their children; and 
to a lifetime of doing the only thing that has 
mterested him since he was ten years old. 


His father was a remarkable character. 
Adolf Lorenz was one of the world's leading, 
orthopaedic surgeons (Chicago meatpacker 
and stockyard King J. Ogden Armour paid 
him $1 million for curing his daughter's con¬ 


genital hip dislocation). He was also an ec¬ 
centric who built a huge, monstrously ugly 
house in a mixture of Austrian baroque and 
American megalomaniac styles at Altenberg, 
near Vienna, and called it Lorenz Hall. 

Konrad Lorenz, who lives In that same 
house to this day. was Adolf's second son. At 
■ix he played in the Altenberg marshes, 
between the Vienna woods and the Danube, 
with Gretl. a neighbor’s daughter — who 
became his wife. The children played ducks 
and drakes with two newlv-hatched ducklings 
they obtained from a neighbor. The ducklings 
were actually “imprinted" on them — and 
tarenz got Imprinted on ducks in the process, 
and he still is. 

Konrad’s amazingly tolerant parents al¬ 
lowed him to entertain wild birds on the roof 
and in the attic, and to keep fish and a con¬ 
stantly changing population of ordinary and 
exotic animals, which had the run of the 
house. After schooling was finished Konrad 
reluctantly entered medical school at his 
father’s insistence and in due course received 
his degree of Doctor of Medicine. 

While at medical school in Vienna Lorenz 
acquired a jackdaw from a pet shop. He took 
(he bird home, intending to release it. But the 
bird elected to stay, and soon Lorenz Hal) 
became home to a colony of these birds 
Lorenz studied the birds’ behavior and noted 
his observations in a diary. One day the diary 
disappeared. Gretl had taken it and sent it to 
a scientific journal, which duly published it. 
That paper, published in 1927 in the Leipzig 
Journal of Ornithology, was the start of 
Lorenz* scientific career. 

Lorenz senior, who missed winning the 
Nobel Prize for Medicine by one vote, would 
have been astonished (and proud) had he 
lived to see Konrad share that same prize in 


1973 for work with what he considered 
childish things, namely animals 

That “the father of modern ethology" (Sir 
Julian Huxley’s apt label for Lorenz) should 
have had such a fascinating early life would, 
you would think, be a godsend to a 
biographer. Unbelievably. Nisbet skates over 
this period in one short chapter, and one 
senses that he resented having to do even 
that 


From this point the. book becomes wholly 
scientific, with as much space alloted to 
I^orenz’ foes as there is to Lorenz himself. I 
am deeply interested in the science of 
ethology and read anything 1 can on the topic, 
one of the few scientific subjects that can be 
made intelligible to a layman. I regret to 
report that this so-called biography is so 
technical, and so dull, that I had to drive 
myself to finish reading it. 

No biographer can ignore l^orenz’ 1940 
paper on the disorders caused by the 
domestication of species-specific behavior, 
because Lorenz unwisely used Nazi ter¬ 
minology in some passages. But there was no 
need to harp on it to the extent Nisbet does 
Nor was there any need to allot so much 
space, and with such seeming relish, to the 
arguments of Lorenz’ avowed enemies. 

These enemies object to Lorenz' em¬ 
piricism, ignoring the fact that ethology is the 
antithesis of laboratory experimentation, like 
that of behaviorist B F Skinner, and that 
many of Lorenz’ greatest discoveries were 
based on "hunches". These people are not in¬ 
dulging in dialogue; they simply reject all of 
Lorenz’ work, thereby throwing out the babv 
with the bath water. 

The fact that the chief enemy, the in¬ 
stigator of most of the disputes, is that 
vituperative, vindictive, desk-bound ivory- 


tower anthropologist. Ashley Montagu, who 
writes subjectively about anything and 
everything, makes Nisbett’s seeming alliance 
with him doubly objectionable. 

For a more accurate assessment of 
Lorenz’ contribution to pure science, and to a 
greater understanding of mankind through 
the study of behavior. I believe most people 
would prefer to listen to ethologist Nikolaas 
Tinbergen, who is to Lorenz what Jung was to 
Freud. 

He has said that l^orenz is the pace¬ 
maker, the stimulus, the man who shakes 
things up, and that he (Lorenz) couldn't have 
achieved all he has if he had bothered to 
record objectively, to quantify, to measure, 
and to experiment. Ix>renz’ bold, controver¬ 
sial statements — often generalizations — 
are even today the inspiration for painstaking 
research being carried out in many parts of 
the world, says Tinberger

If you want the 
sc ientific expertise of Mr. Alee Nisbet it is 
now available at $13.75. If. on the other hand, 
voo want a substantial definitive biography of 
Konrad Lorenz of jackdaw and graylag goose 
fame, you’ll have to wait until a competent 
biographer undertakes it

Unac customed to thinking of themselves 
as citizens of a country whose corpora¬ 
tions have spread themselves overseas. 
Canadians are often surprised todiscover 
MacMillan Bloedel in Georgia and 
astonished by the number of Canadian 
businesses that operate in the Caribbean 
Robert Chodos describes a sign on a 
highway in Guyana which reads; “Drive 
with care — you might hit a customer of 
Scotiabank.’ Although Canadian firms 
that make and sell everything from shoes 
to hockey gloves can be found down among 
the palms, banks make up “by far the 
most significant Canadian presence." 

In addition to Scotiabank and the 
Royal. Bata Shoes, Alcan. Manulife, and 
Air Canada - with interests in the tourist 
industry - are well established and doing 
nicely. There shouldn’t be anything startl¬ 
ing about all of this since well-run com¬ 
panies always seek to expand their ac¬ 
tivities. Some people might even take 
satisfaction from the knowledge that 
Canada is right in there, doing to others as 
is being done to her by large American 
corporations. 

Chodos does not view the situation from 
that perspective, however, because there 
is a difference between Canada and 
Jamaica. Chodos charges these firms with 
being insensitive to the social and 
economic conditions in the countries in 
which they operate and with exploiting 
them. The Bata shoe company, for exam¬ 
ple, benefits from the low wage rates and 
sternly fights the growth of trade unions 
despite the evidence that better wages 
would have a major impact on the eondi-

tion ol working people in the area Bata 
was responsible tor introducing the lock 
out to Jamaican labor relations. 

The companies are there because of 
these low wage rates — one-eighth of 
Canadian rates - and because the local 
governments have made it advantageous 
for them. Cooper Barbados Ltd. got a 10- 
year tax holiday and freedom from 
customs duty and so makes its hockey 
equipment under the banana tree. But. 
complains Chodos. it seems that these 
companies have little sense of respon¬ 
sibility toward the people of these states 
and behave as though there was no dif¬ 
ference between Jamaican workers and 
Canadian workers. The banks, for exam¬ 
ple. urge their Caribbean customers to 
borrow more so that they can buy more 
and thereby, the banks believe, become 
better people for it. This^ls not a par¬ 
ticularly sensible message in Canada; in 
Guyana and the Barbados it is almost 
criminally irresponsible. 

In addition to the corporations, in¬ 
dividuals like E. P Taylor have moved to 
the Caribbean Having made his pile in our 
northern clime, E. P prefers to enjoy it in 
the Bahamas where Canada can’t tax it. 
And he welcomes to the Lyford Cay Club, 
which he owns, such worthies as Earle

Mcl,aughlin, head of the Royal Bank, and 
Donald Fleming, once Diefenbaker’s 
finance minister and now legal counsel for 
Scotiabank’s Caribbean interests. Steve 
Roman, the uraniun king, built himself a 
million dollar house in Lyford Cay. Cer¬ 
tainly. the sun is pleasant, but the tax rate 
is simply heaven. 

Chodos did not set out to describe Cana¬ 
dian businesses and businessmen from a 
neutral position — he clearly had a 
preconceived view of their activities. He is 
not. however, guilty of overstating the 
evidence or stacking the deck Much of 
what he writes is factual and serves his 
purpose without comment. It is obvious 
that most of the Canadian firms doing 
business in the Caribbean are not there 
from any altruistic motive any more than 
Safeway opens a new store because it 
wants to help shoppers They want to in¬ 
crease profits. And, only if pushed will 
they help out. 

The weakness of Chodos’ position is in 
his unstated major premise that the trou¬ 
ble with business is that it is too interested 
in profit. That is what business is all about 
and there is not a lot of point in blaming 
businessmen for doing what they deter¬ 
minedly set out to do — make money — 
and for what our society views as a just 
and proper kind of endeavor It is nicer if 
they do it with more sensitivity than 
seems to be shown in the Caribbean and it 
would be simply splendid if they set tfieir 
minds to do something really generous and 
helpful In countries like Barbados and 
Guyana, but it wouldn’t be business if they 
did.
